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how good is the new 
Kodak Stereo Camera? 


MODERN put Kodak’s 3-D camera through a month long 
series of tests. Both novices and experts tried the camera. 


Here are the final results........ by Norman Rothschild

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WHAT ARE the basic elements of good camera design? 
The optical system? Shutter? Film transport? Construc- 
tion? Durability? Appearance? All and at least one 
more—intelligent planning. 

The Kodak Stereo Camera ($84.50) is one of the finest 
jobs of planning ever seen on the 3-D level. This is not 
a case of a camera being designed around the basic lens 
and shutter components. It’s a matter of a camera 
planned as an integrated whole, planned to offer the ad- 
vanced stereographer versatility, yet so designed that the 
beginner with no knowledge of exposure or distance 
settings will find the camera easy to use. That’s a pretty 
big order. Let’s see how well it actually works. 

Just holding the camera is an experience. Although 
you won’t find any radical engineering innovations, you 
will find it neither feels like a collection of metal stamp- 
ings put together with nuts and bolts nor like a plumber’s 
conception of a camera with knobs and dials peeking out 
from strange places. Instead, each control falls under 
hand easily and the camera feels “natural” when held 


at eye level. You feel you can trust the camera. You can 
make pictures with it instead of in spite of it. 

No stereo camera has a simpler methad of loading 
film. After the back has been swung open and the film 
cartridge dropped into the film chamber, the perforated 
film leader is just extended over the take-up drum. When 
the camera back is closed and the winding knob is turned, 
a pin on the take-up drum will automatically catch one 
of the perforations in the film, locking it on the drum. 
It’s a much improved method over the more usual thread- 
the-leader-through-the-slot or under-the-tongue type of 
loading. More important, the film never slipped off, once 
the camera back was closed. 

Every important camera control—diaphragm lever, 
shutter speed plate, frame counter, film reminder—can 
be seen and set from the top of the camera. Each scale 
is well marked. The user has a choice of setting the 
camera by two methods. If he’s accustomed to stand- 
ard camera markings, he can set the camera with the 
usual f/stop, shutter speed and (Continued on page 40)

camera-to-subject distances. But the }e- 
ginner, who often finds the multiplicity 
of new terms confusing, need know 
nothing of these. Kodak has included a 
cleverly simplified setting system called 
the “Easy Exposure Selector.” It works 
as follows: You set the sliding shutter 
speed plate atop the camera housing to 
1/50 sec. One edge of this plate is 
marked with three weather conditions: 
BRIGHT, HAZY, and CLOUDY BRIGHT. If the 
lens opening pointer is set opposite the 
proper one of these three conditions, the 
camera will be adjusted properly for 
subjects of average brightness without 
recourse to aperture or shutter speed 
calculations. 

Setting distances is equally easy for 
beginner or advanced user. The left Jens 
mount is marked: CLOSEUPS, GROUPs, 
and SCENES. Set one of these to the mark- 
er on the mount and the lens is set for 
the proper camera-to-subject distance. 
Actually, Kodak has figured as follows: 
closeups are from about 4 to7 ft.; groups 
from 7 to 15 and scenes 15 ft. to in- 
finity. The depth of field of the 35mm 
lenses even at the widest £/3.5 apertures 
will take care of any small setting dis- 
crepancies. 

The more advanced camera owner sets 
his camera-to-subject distance with the 
right lens mount which is engraved with 
standard footage settings and a depth of 
field scale. 


Instruction book is topnotch 


It’s pretty obvious that there’s a big 
gap to be bridged between the two types 
of people who may own this camera— 
the beginner and advanced photog- 
rapher. Kodak has supplied one of the 
finest camera instruction booklets ever 
devised. Actually it’s a cleverly con- 
cealed complete course in photography 
for the novice as well as a beautifully 
illustrated set of instructions for the 
more knowing. It’s no small pamphlet 
either. There are 50 pages. But let’s get 
back to the camera. 

All the rest of the camera’s controls 
are equally well-thought out. The shut- 
ter release is gentle. Rewinding is quick. 
(A folding handle is built directly into 
the top of the rewind knob.) The view- 
finder is located directly between the two 
lenses so there is no parallax error. A 
small bubble is incorporated directly 
into the finder to help the user keep the 
camera level at all times. Although a 
stereo camera can be pointed up or down 
to make a good stereo slide, it can’t be 
tilted far sideways without grave view- 
ing difficulties. The finder itself is clear 
and bright to the edges which are sharp- 
ly defined. 

A lot of prospective buyers may find 
fault in the lack of a rangefinder for the

Kodak Stereo Camera. There’s no doubt 
that a coupled rangefinder does make 
accurate focusing much more certain at 
close ranges. But the short focal length 
lenses, 35mm, compensate with a great 
depth of field for small errors in guess 
focusing. The camera was handed to a 
number of people not accustomed to 
guessing distances. The stereo slides 
produced showed that the lack of the 
rangefinder was not as great a point as 
many people might imagine. 

The heart of any camera is the optical 
system. In stereo the designer and manu- 
facturer’s problems are increased be- 
cause two lenses are needed. And these 
must be matched perfectly in focal 
length. If not, one lens will reproduce 
an image slighlty larger than the other. 
Since stereo viewing depends upon your 
eyes being able to fuse two images into 
one, this state of affairs would make 
good stereo impossible. 


How were the lenses? 


The two £/3.5 Kodak Anaston lenses 
in the camera tested showed excellent 
definition at all apertures and were ap- 
parently well matched in focal length. 
At full opening, £/3.5, there was a slight 
falling off of sharpness at the edges, but 
not enough to be disturbing. Several 
slides made with the camera were pro- 
jected in stereo to 50 x 50 in. with good 
results. 

The camera body is a neat, plastic 
casting. The camera was not treated 
with kid gloves while the tests were car- 
ried out and the body got a number of 
severe jars which didn’t have any effect 
upon it. The camera was not dropped 
on a concrete floor to test the strength of 
the plastic. However, the camera was 
dropped in its case from shoulder height 
with no damaging results. Moral: keep 
the camera in the carrying case. 

The Kodak Stereo Camera makes 20 
stereo pairs on special K335 or K335A 
Kodachrome film. The price ($4.65) in- 
cludes the cost of mounting. The pic- 
tures are of standard A.S.A. size, 23 x 
24mm. 

In the event that this special film is 
not available, regular rolls of Koda- 
chrome may also be used. A regular 20- 
exposure roll of film will yield 15 stereo 
pairs and the 36 exposure roll, 28 stereo 
pairs. Kodak will mount these for stereo 
at extra cost. 

Kodak-Stereo- Readymounts, in which 
the pictures are returned to you, have the 
pictures properly spaced for viewing in 
a hand viewer. If you wish to project 
these, they must be remounted for best 
results. 

Flash synchronization is provided for 
SM and SF lamps at speeds of 1/25 and 
1/50, for Nos. 5, 25, and 8 lamps at 1/25

and for electronic flash at all speeds. 
Standard Kodak flashguns, one a model 
that uses regular batteries, the other a 
BC unit, can be attached to the camera 
by a bracket and the tripod socket. Both 
provide for use of an extra extension 
flash. The flash outlet itself is a stand- 
ard A.S.A. bayonet type located on the 
left side of the camera. It’s covered with 
a cap when not in use. 

The well designed leather field case 
available for the Kodak Stereo Camera 
($9.50) neither adds much bulk to the 
camera, nor interferes with normal cam- 
era operation. Snap buttons permit re- 
moval of the front portion of the case. 

No stereo camera is completely suc- 
cessful unless a good stereo viewer is 
used. Kodak has two very fine ones. The 
first, the Kodaslide Stereo Viewer Model 
($12.75) is battery operated. An acces- 
sory converts it for use on household 
current. The Kodaslide Stereo Model II 
($23.75) is a deluxe job with cemented 
doublet achromatic lenses. It’s operated 
from household current. Brightness is 
controlled by twisting a rheostat button. 
Batteries can also be used with this view- 
er. Both models have focusing and inter- 
ocular adjustment. 

Producing stereo cameras and equip- 
ment isn’t exactly new to Eastman 
Kodak Co. Long before most of the other 
American stereo camera manufacturers 
were in knee pants, Kodak was turning 
out stereo equipment. That was in the 
early 1900s. It’s good news for all the 
stereo fans that Kodak definitely hasn’t 
lost the touch.—THE END.

MY BELOVED EXAKTA, by Heinz Miiller- 
— 120 pages. Variety Books. Price 

America has salonists and England 
has salonists. But Germany has always 
nurtured her own particular graveyard 
of pictorial photography. Since the 
early thirties, German photographers 
have been turning out technically per- 
fect, but aesthetically and creatively 
dead photographs of healthy frauleins, 
and children in fields of flowers, kind 
old grandmothers in lace shawls, stub- 
by-legged mountain climbers in alpine 
shorts and the like. And there is noth- 
ing, just nothing wrong with the sub- 
jects either. It’s the photographer’s 
constant plodding, generally maudlin 
ever-leaden treatment. The viewer gets 
a burning desire to take the subjects 
from the pictures and remove the cob- 
webs and dust. 

Herr Miiller-Brunke, a splendid tech- 





nician, has proven conclusively in this | 


volume that it doesn’t really matter 
which camera you use. You can turn 
out the same deadly pictures with an 
Exakta. It’s too bad, because a really 
good picture book of photographs 
made with this remarkably versatile 
camera was sorely needed.—H. K. 


HOSPITAL AT WORK, published for the 
Middlesex Hospital, London, England. 
Photography by Derek Adkins. Max Par- 
rish and Co., Ltd., London. 4 

Price $1. 

Here, in a series of straightforward 
picture stories is a glimpse into the 
daily activities of a busy London teach- 
ing hospital. The documentation is 
neither sensational nor gory, for the 
book’s intent is to show the way in 
which a modern hospital staff goes 
about its duties as a matter of course, 
with calm and competence. 

However, in establishing this record 
photographically, Mr. Adkins seems to 
have thrown away his lines. The sub- 
ject matter is prodigious, but often the 
pictures are ineffectual and posed. Un- 
doubtedly many were posed. Or at 
least, warned that a shutter was about 
to be released, the models may have 
frozen like deer before a hunter’s gun. 

Perhaps if Mr. Adkins had varied 
his camera angles and distance from 
the subjects, and had been more of an 
unseen reporter, the pictures would 
have been more spirited. 

For the most part, the chapters 
briefly trace the history of patients 
in for treatment. Other pages are de- 
voted to the workings behind the medi- 
cal scene: here are the engineers and 
there the housekeepers who are re- 
sponsible for the physical functioning 
of the hospital. 

Incidentally, it’s of interest to note

CALIFORNIA AS A PLACE TO LIVE, by 
John A. Crow, 246 pages, over 40 photo- 
graphs, Charles Scribner's Sons, New 
York. Price, $5.00. 

This is a Baedeker that tells the 
errant and/or migrant what’s going 
on in Mecca. John Crow sums up the 
living situation in California today and 
includes a lot of practical information 
about the state’s history, climate, cit- 
ies, geography, standard of living, 
farming possibilities, educational de- 
velopments and employment opportu- 
nities. 

The photographs are unexciting. Un- 
fortunately they do not relay the won- 
ders of California as Mr. Crow de- 
scribes them. Only one illustration— 
the last one in the book—could possibly 
lure this reviewer across a continent.

THE AIRBRUSH TECHNIQUE OF PHO- 
TOGRAPHIC RETOUCHING, by Walter 
S. King and Alfred L. Slade. 115 pages, 
many illustrations. Spiral binding. The 
Macmillan Co. Price $9.50. 

This volume is well outside the 
scope of most photographers, profes- 
sionals or amateurs. As a textbook to 
accompany a course on airbrush re- 
touching, the information may be of 
use. Unfortunately, the illustrations 
used as examples of retouched photo- 
graphs, before and afterwards, are ex- 
tremely poor.—H. K. 


UNDERWATER PHOTOGRAPHY, by Hil- 
bert Schenck, Jr. and Henry Kendall. 128 
pages, illustrated, indexed. Cornell Mari- 
time Press, Cambridge, Md. Price, $3. 

A good book on underwater photog- 
raphy was urgently needed, and this 
one adequately covers the subject. 
There is no photographer who would 
not profit from the reading of this 
book. For those about to take their 
first underwater picture it is a must. 
To those who feel more experienced it 
will give a good basic technical back- 
ground to work with. The section deal- 
ing with underwater color filters is 
technically correct but would frighten 
most prospective underwater photog- 
raphers. There are underwater color 
filters on the market that satisfactorily 
correct underwater color up to 35 or 40 
feet through water. (‘““Through” means 
from surface to object to camera.) 
The authors’ advice on electronic flash 
lighting is correct but premature as 
there is little underwater electronic 
flash available. 

At the present time this book stands 
alone in this country as the source of 
information on underwater photog- 
raphy. To obtain as much, you would 
have to read the entire bibliography

Vertical mounting control is a 
useful tool although few people 
know about it. 


Last month we went into the intri- 
cacies of special stereo mounting... 
with the emphasis on the control pos- 
sible by the shifting, horizontally, of 
the two pieces of stereo-mounted film. 
As a further development, let’s ex- 
amine the possibilities of vertical con- 
trol. Although this does not have the 
stereo “windowing” potential which 
horizontal control gives you, you 
should learn to use it as a tool toward 
better mounting. 

When do you use vertical control in 
mounting? Sometimes at the top of a 
scene, or, more often, at the bottom, 
something is partially missing . . 
actually recorded on the film but hid- 
den behind the stereo mask. Maybe it’s 
a full-length photo of a person whose 
feet appear “chopped off.” Think back 
a moment and you'll realize that every 
once in a while you’ve come across 
something of this nature—some little 
thing that marred the ultimate com- 
position of the stereo. 

Then there’s the instance when an 
irrelevant object or person in the fore- 
ground is included in the picture by 
mistake, as in photo 1, for example. 
Here’s a pleasant scenic of colorful 
Fisherman’s Wharf in San Francisco 
that first appeared “unusable” because 
of the blurred image of a person’s head 





1. Sometimes you'll have an unwanted 
“something” (like the top of this bald 
head) in the foreground. You can elimi- 
nate such objects by vertical control. 


(see arrow) in the foreground. The ex- 
treme closeness of this unwanted head 
made it completely impossible to view 
the stereo slide comfortably. Fortu- 
nately, it was possible to hand-mount

this slide so that the bothersome head 
was completely eliminated. It was 
merely a matter of trimming off equal 
slivers of film at the bottom of the two 
pieces of film (below the perforations) 
and sliding the films down in the 
mount. The sides of the mount held the 
films parallel so they wouldn’t rotate 
out of “synchronized” stereo, and 
cellophane tape held the film in exact 
position once it was determined. When 
making vertical adjustments in your 
stereo slides, both pieces of film are 
moved exactly the same distance 
(whether up or down). Never one 
more than the other. 





2. Regard the stereo window as an in- 
tegral part of the scene, even to the 
extent of sometimes posing your sub- 
ject on the “sill” itself (see text). 


Although these techniques of slide- 
mounting-control are used often as a 
corrective medium (as brought out in 
detail last month), it’s only the begin- 
ning of their usefulness. As a sugges- 
tion toward further possibilities, ex- 
amine photo 2, where we have Snoka 
Thordarson apparently seated in one 
corner of the mount itself. Beyond her 
is a sheer drop to the beautiful Mon- 
terey Bay and scenery below. The ef- 
fect, in stereo, is quite outstanding . . 
and was accomplished by posing Snoka 
on a wooden plank set up near the 
edge of a cliff overlooking the scenery. 
The board itself was horizontally 
parallel to, and just a bit above, the 
bottom edge of the viewfinder scene. 
The unmounted film actually includes 
part of the wooden plank visible below 
the girl, and also a portion of the scen- 
ery to the left of the girl; but this was 
concealed through the delicate use of 
hand-mounting. Both horizontal and 
vertical control were used: horizontal

control “moved the girl through space”’ 
until she was exactly even with the 
stereo window and apparently leaning 
against the left side (as explained last 
month), and vertical control lowered 
the girl’s image so that the entire low- 
er portion of her seemed actually rest- 
ing on the frame itself. The arrows in 
the illustration show the different 
points that must be spaced even with 
the edges of the mount... they all must 
be located exactly the same in both 
frames, left and right. 

This type of hand-mounting, where- 
in both types of control are used to- 
gether, involves a bit of juggling and 
remounting, but the effort involved in 
mastering the technique will be re- 
turned to you many-fold. 


Special stereo windows 

You are now ready to start some 
ambitious experimenting along lines 
that have been more or less inaccessi- 
ble before. Avenues of thinking have 
been opened up (with the previous two 
columns) that will permit your imag- 
ination to start roaming around. 

Instead of restricting yourself to the 
regular “nearly-square” format 100 
percent of the time, branch out a bit 
with special formats of your own de- 
sign. Use a round porthole to frame 
a seascape ...a keyhole to prepare 
people for a candid shot ... or maybe 
you’d like to divide a scene in two diag- 
onally so you can combine two sepa- 
rate scenes in one. Photo 3 has lovely 
movie actress Debbie Reynolds framed 
behind an appropriate star. 


3. Keep your designs appropriate, like 
star framing actress Debbie Reynolds. 


Making especially designed windows 
for your stereos, when not overdone, 
can put emphasis on some of your 
stereo favorites ... or it can even be 
used to conceal the faults of others. 
It’s not too difficult to do either, being 
mostly a matter of cutting out thin 
black-paper masks and incorporating 
them into your regular mounts. 

This is the approach: pick out a de- 
sign for your window that will be im- 
mediately identified with your subject 
(you shouldn’t have to explain what it 
is). Keep it simple, so that you can cut 
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it out easily. Using a very sharp, thin 
razor blade, and stiff, black paper or 
card stock, folded over double, cut out 
your designs both at once (one each 
for each of the mount openings: left 
and right). They will have to match 
each other exactly. Keep the maximum 
size of your design just a bit smaller 
than the frame-opening of the mount 
that you are using. Then fit each of 
your cut-out designs into your regu- 
lar stereo mount. (Use the size mount 
—close-up, medium or normal/distant 
—that corresponds with your subject 
distance.) Tape each of the black pa- 
per cut-outs on the back side of the 
mount, with each of the designs cen- 
tered exactly within the regular open-

ing of the mount (when seen from the 
front). This exact centering is impor- 
tant so your newly designed “replace- 
ment window” will be exactly at the 
same distance in space as was the for- 
mer window. Also, be very sure that 
the two separate designs are “lined up” 
perfectly, one with the other. The 
slightest bit of rotation of one will 
make stereo viewing uncomfortable. 
Check this by viewing the completed 
empty mount before you proceed to 
the mounting of the film. Then all you 
have to do is insert your stereo film in 
the altered mounts and your slide is 
finished. Of course, after all this 
“work,” you had better mount it in 
glass for best protection.—THE END

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Think there’s something magic about a tremendous studio 
which guarantees making good pictures? Far from it! André 
de Dienes, well known for his glamour shots of women, 
actually prefers to work out-of-doors on location. The scen- 
ery itself provides stimulus needed to give photographs of 
women that “extra” quality. In addition, outdoor settings, 
by natural light, have a picture realism that is almost im- 
possible to duplicate indoors. 

How can you make the most of this? It helps to have a 
number of different posing techniques at your fingertips. 
One to suit each occasion! One to create each mood! In 
these photographs of stage and movie actress Betsy von 
Furstenberg, de Dienes paid keen attention to light, back- 
ground and the welding of all factors into one unit. Here’s 
how you can use these methods in your own pictures.—C. W. 
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A LAWN, A FIELD, A HAYSTACK: ALL 
belong to glamour shots which have a 
soft, alive look. Make sure the mood 
stays there and that picture accent is 
just where you want it. It’s. largely 
a matter of posing. How you place the 
girl in relation to light is the big thing. 
Here de Dienes got an unusual effect 
with highlights which seem to fan out 
from Betsy’s hand over her entire form, 
then spread onto the grass in the upper 
left-hand corner of the picture. Careful 
positioning of her hand, with fingers 
spread, adds to this illusion. But the ex- 
tra touches which make the picture also 
involve background. De Dienes selected 
a pose he could shoot slightly from one 
side, so the grass at right would be the 
furthest object from his camera. Then 
to stress features he threw this greenery 
out of focus. Grass on other side was 
kept sharp to continue highlight pattern. 


any place is a studio 
with good posing! 


BRICK WALL ON A CITY STREET 
gives drama to your pictures, contrasts 
harsh texture with curves—can make 
your model look impish or intriguing. 
It all depends on your camera point 
of view and how you pose your model. 
Seen from the side Betsy has an intense 
quality which is heightened by the 
way de Dienes posed her, touching the 
wall. The out-of-focus street and fore- 
ground wall hint at the neighborhood 
and create a mood. They also frame 
the subject. By careful posing, de 
Dienes used light to accent Betsy’s 
hair, expression and well-placed arm. 








Serene? 
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A GARAGE A STUDIO? WHY NOT? 
It’s handy. It’s large enough. And it 
usually has neutral-colored walls. 
With a few simple props and some 
lights you’re ready to pose anything 
from action to a dancer at rest. Or 
if you prefer daylight illumination, 
. open your garage doors and place 
the model near the entrance. Move 
her till the lighting is just right. 
Exposure from this angle will also 
give you a dark background which 
conceals any tools which might be 
hanging on a wall. Half of any pos- 
ing problem will be solved if you 
can get your model to imagine that 
she is elsewhere—taking a break 
between rehearsal numbers, for 
example. When she is in the mood, 
quietly (so you don’t break the 
spell) suggest poses which will 
give the picture effect you want. 


BRICK WALL GIVES PATTERN BACKGROUND 


for your serious glamour photographs if you fol- 
low a few simple posing musts. First, place your 
model so face and arms form one esthetic unit, 
and make sure that this unit is stronger than the 
pattern background. In part, this is your in- 
surance against prints where background lines 
seem to jump out of the picture and take over 
the entire scene. There are other answers too. 
Placement of hands, inclusion of a natural prop, 
highlighting on the subject’s hair, are some of 
the. solutions de Dienes used to keep the em- 
phasis on his subject. In addition, he had Betsy 
stand in a spot where light on the bricks was 
much less strong than light on her hair and 
face—then deliberately kept bricks out of focus. 





BACKYARD, ROOF-TOP, PARK, WHEREVER THERE IS SUN YOU CAN GET 
a delicate, graceful feeling in your portraits. The effect should be casual. 
Keep it that way by leaving slightly ruffled hair, or an off-the-shoulder 
dress alone. Part of the charm of these pictures is the way the off-center rim 
lighting highlights natural details. For this particular shot, the sun was 
behind Betsy and enough to one side to provide some illumination in shadow 
areas. A reflector at right threw more light on her left side, but was used 
carefully so contrast between light and shadow areas would be maintained.

Photographer Benn 
Mitchell who made all three photographs on these pages 
stopped down his lens to obtain maximum depth of field 
for lamp and face.

MATCH FLAME produces a harsher illumination, 
makes a more complicated exposure problem since 
strength of light varies. Mitchell based his aperture 
and shutter speed on catching peak of the flame. 
Traffic light in the background plus window lights, 
automobile headlamps provide rim lighting around 
back of girl’s head. Large lens opening threw confus- 
ing background out of focus, placing attention on girl. 


CANDLELIGHT, although not as harsh as a match 
flame, does not have as soft and even a light as the 
hurricane lamp. Exposure problem however is easily 
solved. Like the hurricane lamp, a meter can be used 
since light remains nearly constant. Mitchell exposed 
for the skin tones. The candle flame therefore became 
overexposed and was burned in when print was 
made. All photos were developed 17 min. in Promicrol.

change-of-pace is key 
to successful series 





A good picture series in sequence is like a mystery 
story. It must hold your interest from the start to 
finish. Each picture should make you curious as to 
what the final picture will uncork. And the final picture 
must make the pictures preceding it worth while and 
change the pace of the story. 

How do you get change of pace in a picture series? 
You cannot plan it too well. Posed picture series gener- 
ally look just that. Instead you must be the perceptive 
observer, aware of possible changes of situations which 
will make an interesting picture story. 

Fred Plaut, whose picture of musicians at record- 
ing rehearsals have become almost classic examples of 
photographic anticipation, proves that a sense of the 
dramatic, the understanding of the possible change in 
mood, can also be applied to such a simple thing as 





photographing two children watching a show. He was 
struck by the constant changes of mood and expression 
of the boy as contrasted with the still and almost dead- 
pan reactions of the girl. If the situation had remained 
thus, Plaut would have had nothing more than a series 
of cute pictures, related because they were made at the 
same place, of the same subject—but they would have 
meant little and led nowhere. The situation had 
promise however, a promise amply fulfilled when the 
girl finally reacted to the boy in the last picture. This 
picture, with its change of pace, made the series. 
Plaut used a Contax, Plus-X film and an exposure of 
1/50 sec: at £/4 for all pictures. The illumination was 
daylight inside a tent. What produced such a variety 
of expressions on one child’s face and a lack of them 
on the other? Turn to page 12 and you will see.

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BULBS: HOW THEY WORK, HOW TO PICK 


There are 37 separate and distinctly 
identified kinds of flashbulbs on the 
market today. 

Six manufacturers turn out these 
bulbs in astronomical quantities. They 
don’t all make all the different kinds 


of bulbs, but altogether their output 
adds up to 85 separately designated 
makes and models of flashbulbs. Have 
you any idea of how they resemble 
each other and in what ways they are 
different? Do you know which ones 
most suit your picture-taking needs? 
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Can you break down this conglom- 
erate and chaotic mass into simple 
classifications according to basic 
types, their function, purpose, use and 
misuse? Finally, can you give correct 
exposure information for each bulb 
with the popular black-and-white and 
color films? 

This article will attempt to give the 
answers to all those questions and a 
few more too. 

Flashbulbs can be classified in vari- 
ous ways—physical characteristics is 


the most obvious one. There are bulbs 
not much larger than a kidney bean, 
and others as big as a 100-watt house- 
hold lamp. In between, a multiplicity 
of sizes and shapes. 

Total light output of bulbs is in 
rough proportion to size. We expect 
the tiny bulbs to give a modest light 
and the big ones to produce a great 
amount of light, and they usually do. 

Some bulbs are blue tinted and 
have a light output closely approxi- 
mating the quality of daylight, for use

X, F, M, and what they mean; and Modern’s exclusive master 


guide number charts. First of a series ... by John Wolbarst 
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with daylight type color films. A few 
types are amber colored. They pro- 
duce a light similar to that from 
photofloods, are suitable for use with 
tungsten type color films. The majori- 
ty of bulbs, however, have a clear, 
colorless, glass envelope and give light 
more bluish than that from photo- 
floods but more reddish than daylight. 


Primarily designed for use with black- 
and-white films, these bulbs can be 
used with some color films if a proper 
filter is placed over the camera lens 
to correct the color of the light reach- 
ing the film. 

Bulbs have different kinds of bases. 

















The big ones have the regular house- 
hold lamp screw base. So-called 
midgets have a smaller base with a 
quarter turn bayonet lock to hold 
them fast in the socket. A new, tiny 
type, the M-2, has a base not much 
thicker than a pencil. A spring-loaded 
pin in the socket engages a groove in 
the base to secure the bulb. 

The final physical characteristic of 
interest to us is: what’s in the bulb? 
Most are filled with shredded alumi- 
num foil, some with fine wire, while 
one type, the Class F, has neither foil 
nor wire filling material. 

Although to the human eye all bulbs 

















seem to make the same blinding flash, 
bulb flashes differ widely in how long 
it takes the flash to start, how long it 
takes to reach maximum light output 
or peak, and the duration of the flash. 
Measured by these standards, there 
are four main bulb types, which are 
shown on the big chart above. 

The chart pictures the performance 
of a bulb as it flashes and is very 
simple to read. The vertical numbers 
measure the light output in millions 
of lumens (a lumen is a unit of light 
quantity, and a million lumens is a 
lot of light). The horizontal numbers 
represent thousandths of a second 
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(milliseconds) . The curved lines show 
how many milliseconds it takes for the 
lamp to get started (where the curve 
begins), how long it takes to reach 
its peak (highest point on the curve), 
and when the flash dies out (where 
the curve hits bottom). Not-all of the 
flash is useful—the light output at the 
very beginning and tail end is too 
weak to have much photographic 
effect and may be cut off altogether at 
high shutter speeds (chart, page 73). 

The total light output is effective 


only with “open flash” or shutter 
speeds of 1/25 or slower—where the 
shutter stays open during the entire 
flash. For synchronizing, the useful 
light output is considered to be the 
duration of the flash above half peak. 

Let’s examine the curve of the 
Class F bulb (page 70). Note that 
this flash starts almost instantly, rises 
to its peak of about one million 
lumens in approximately six millisec- 
onds, has a duration at half-peak of 
about five milliseconds, and finally 


fades out. This bulb then has a flash 
of low output, with brief duration. 
Compare this with the giant Class S 
curve. Before this bulb even gets 
started, the Class F would be burned 
out. It takes about 30 milliseconds to 
reach its enormous peak output of 
about five million lumens; half-peak 
duration is about 17 milliseconds. 
The curves for the Class M and 
Class FP bulbs show their character- 
istics too. It’s important and helpful 
to be able to read such a chart. 


SYNC: IT’S ONLY A MATTER OF TIMING 


The light of a flashbulb is produced 
by the rapid burning of metal foil, 
wire, or primer material in an oxygen- 
filled envelope. When an electric cur- 
rent flows through the lamp it heats 
a tiny piece of wire, the filament, 


causing it to burn out. This ignites the . 


primer, which is in the form of a paste 
coated on the tips of the filament 
wires. In Class F lamps, the entire 
illumination comes from an oversized 
charge of primer. This burns furi- 
ously but so briefly that even when 
used with a slow box camera shutter 
these bulbs have the action-stopping 
power of a 1/200 sec. shutter speed. 
Their light output is small. 

In a wire- or foil-filled bulb, there 
is a smaller charge of primer which 
ignites the main bulb filling. In Class 


M bulbs peak illumination is reached 
about 20 milliseconds after the elec- 
trical circuit is closed. These are the 
bulbs most commonly used with 
between-the-lens shutters. 

Although it is possible to open the 
camera shutter, flash the bulb, close 
the shutter, and get an acceptable 
picture, this “open flash” technique 
does not lend itself to action pictures 
nor to hand-held cameras. Therefore, 
various means have been employed to 
synchronize bulb flash and shutter 
action so that the blades will be wide 
open during the period of greatest 
light output. 

It takes from two to four milli- 
seconds for an average good between- 
the-lens shutter to get its blades wide 
open (with the lens at maximum aper-

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ture). They will then stay open for 
a period which may be as much as 
40 milliseconds (1/25) or as little as 
five milliseconds (1/200) after which 
they snap close. 

Obviously, since the shutter blades 
come open long before the Class M 
bulb reaches its peak output, they will 
never get together at high shutter 
speeds unless some accurate timing 
device delays the opening of the blades 
to the desired instant. 

On shutters without built-in sync 
this is accomplished by a mechanical 
device (such as the Kalart) or by an 
electro-magnetically-operated plunger 
called a solenoid. 

Today, virtually every shutter made 
has its own synchronizing contacts 
built-in, with an integral mechanism 
to provide the desired delay. There 
are three different types of delay 
designated X, F, and M. You must use 
the right combination of bulb, delay, 
and shutter speed, or synchronization 
can’t be accurate. The chart opposite 
illustrates this. 

Synchronizing flash with focal 
plane shutters is an entirely different 
problem. The shutter is a cloth or 
metal curtain on rollers, like a win- 
dow blind. At high shutter speeds the 
film is exposed through a narrow slit 
in the curtain which races across the 
film, exposing each part briefly. 
Though the exposure may be only 
1/1000 sec., it takes about 22 milli- 
seconds (in a 35mm camera) for the 
slit to make its run. Therefore, the 
bulb must give even, maximum light 
for a like period. Small focal plane 
bulbs (6, 26) do this. At slow speeds, 
up to 1/50 in some cases, the curtains 
open completely and Class F or M 
bulbs, or electronic flash, may be 
used as synchronized “open flash.” 








X, F, M: WHAT THEY MEAN, 


In a between-the-lens shutter with X 
type (also called “O” delay) sync, 
the contacts close just as the shutter 
blades get wide open. This gives per- 
fect synchronization with electronic 
flash at all shutter speeds. 

At 1/25 sec. (and slower) the shut- 
ter blades are open long enough for 
X sync to give synchronized flash 
with any type of bulb (chart, top 
row) although in truth this is hardly 
more than mechanically controlled 


“open flash.” At 1/50 or 1/100 sec. 





only Class F bulbs may be used 
(chart, rows 2 & 3). 

With Type F sync (called 5 milli- 
second delay) contacts close about 
three milliseconds before wide open 
shutter. Speed lights can be syn- 
chronized only if they have a built-in 
delay relay, which few have. At 1/25 
or slower, any bulb may be used; at 
faster speeds only Class F bulbs. 

With Type M sync (known as 20 
millisecond delay) contacts close 
about 15 milliseconds before wide

open shutter. Only speed lights with 
delay relays may be used. Class F 
bulbs won’t work at any speeds. At 
1/25 or slower, Class M and S bulbs 
synchronize (chart, row 4). At faster 
speeds, only Class M bulbs may be 
used (chart, rows 5 & 6). Some shut- 
ters have two settings of the M sync 
control; one lengthens the delay 
slightly for fast shutter speeds (chart, 
row 6). This gives maximum eff- 
ciency in catching the peak of the 
bulb’s output. 
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This chart shows graphically relationship of shutter synchronization to type of bulb used. Text above explains it.

Accurate flash synchronization is im- 
possible without an electric power 
supply of sufficient amperage and 
voltage to fire the bulb on time. If 
the power supply is weak, the bulb 
may flash late, or not at all. The 
trouble arises in the burning of the 
filament—with a powerful current 
this may take only one millisecond, 
but with a weak current as long as 
8 or 9 milliseconds. Once the filament 
burns out, the rest of the lamp (primer 
and filling) goes off pretty much on 
schedule. 

Ordinary flashlight cells are a good 
power supply only if fresh. As they 
age or get weak with use they lose 
their punch. Photo 1 shows the work- 
ing of a flashlight cell powered circuit. 

In a battery-capacitor (B-C) sys- 
tem, Photo 2, current from a 2214 
volt battery flows slowly through a 
limiting resistor (R), through the 
bulb and into a storage device, called 
a capacitor or condenser, which be- 
comes charged. The bulb does not fire 
because the current is too weak. 
Charging doesn’t begin until a bulb

is inserted, so current is conserved, 
battery lasts about a year. When the 
contacts close, Photo 3, the capacitor 
“dumps” all the current through the 
bulb at once, firing it. 

There is also a type of B-C cir- 
cuit in which the battery charges the 
capacitor continuously, with or with- 
out a bulb in the socket. If capacitors 
are leaky, batteries may not last long 
with such a setup. 

The powerful, sudden current will 
overcome minor resistances, due to 
poor electrical contacts, which might 
prevent a flashlight cell circuit from 
functioning. It also has the effect of 
speeding up the time to peak of bulbs 
by one to two milliseconds. This is 
beneficial with any bulb when used 
with X type synchronization (see 
chart, page 73). 

For multiple flash at high shutter 
speeds, flashlight cell circuits are 
unreliable, due to unequal current 
distribution (Photo 4). B-C series 
circuit, Photo 5, fires all bulbs simul- 
taneously, even on long extensions. 
Bulbs should be of same type. 
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5. B-C: excellent for multiple flash; 
all bulbs must fire simultaneously. 


GUIDE NUMBERS: EXPOSURE SIMPLIFIED 


In flash, the controlling factor in ex- 
posure is the lamp-to-subject distance. 
It is easy to determine the correct 
exposure by using guide numbers. A 
guide number represents a certain 
combination of film, flashbulb type, 
and shutter speed. Divide the given 
guide number by the flashbulb-to- 
subject distance in feet and you have 
the correct lens opening to use under 
those conditions. 

However, guide numbers are only 
guides—not absolute figures which 
can’t be modified. Shutter inaccura-

cies, differences in reflector efficiency, 
variations in film speed due to manu- 
facture, age, or method of develop- 
ment, color and distance of surround- 
ing walls—all may affect exposure 
and render any guide number in- 
accurate. 

There is chaotic disagreement be- 
tween the guide numbers published 
by the various film and flashbulb 
manufacturers. This is not too impor- 
tant with black-and-white films due 
to their great exposure latitude, which 
permits wide variations in exposure. 


However, color films must be exposed 
more carefully. MoODERN’s editors have 
compiled three pages of charts giving 
guide numbers for all makes and 
types of flashbulbs with a number of 
popular films. In some cases they are 
similar to guide numbers issued by 
some manufacturer. In other cases 
they are a compromise between widely 
conflicting claims. 

With each set of guide numbers for 
each bulb type there is a list of the 
companies making that particular bulb 
type. This (Continued on page 110)

Matter is a Master of Motion. For twenty-five years 
this has been the strong, silken thread which has 
run through one of modern photography’s most pro- 
ductive and versatile artists. His is the magic of 
motion—dancing on the flat surface of a piece of 
paper. A photograph by Matter does not arrest move- 
ment. It performs before your eyes. 

If a photographer can be said to possess a per- 
sonal brush-stroke, then Motion is the undeniable 
signature of Herbert Matter. 

His artistic life has moved to many different 
rhythms: posters, advertisements, photo-montages, 
fashion illustrations, light-drawings, abstractions, 
magazine covers and motion pictures, all discussed 
in detail on the following pages. The galleries which 
have displayed him are many: billboards in Euro- 
pean railroad stations, impeccable pages of Vogue 
and Harper’s Bazaar, self-assured covers of Fortune, 
pioneering “ads” for the Container Corporation of 





America, vital graphics magazines, exhibition halls, 
museum walls and more recently screens of plush 
movie theatres. Throughout the arc of his activity 
and the pattern of his steps, Matter has been loyal 
to his passion. Motion is to be seen within his 
vision—however it has been created, wherever it 
has been shown. 

Matter, choreographer of light, line and color, 
does not capture movement. He carries it forward 
and allows it to continue. The photograph of the 
dancer Legusti (opposite) made when she and the 
famous Balinese troupe visited America last year— 
is not one frozen second in a bird’s flight. Legusti 
is not caged for she flies and dances even now. 
Through the magical sheath that Matter has made, 
the viewer is able to enter the dance with Legusti. 

Among all his other work, certainly additional 
factors play more than a minor role; such as imagi- 
nation, proportion, research, expression and devel-: 
opment. It is Motion, however, which is their con- 
stancy—accounting for their over-all “newness” and 
enlarged sense of space. (Continued on page 127) 
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COLOR: NEW HORIZONS 


he adds motion by design 


A leader in editorial and fashion photography for the 
last 15 years, Herbert Matter has caused more than one 
person to do a “double-take”. Not for him the boundaries 
of the photograph made comfortable by its repetition of 
the same image we saw last month, last year. 

Fashion by Matter arrests the eye, stops it short. Then 
it puzzles and bedevils. Intrigued, the viewer delights 
in being captured. On this page: three examples. Above, 
he superimposes baubles on unsuspecting models. Left, 
two transparencies joined together, to show you Matter- 
in-progress. (The final picture would be the center 
section where the photographs meet.) In all cases, the 
perfect test of the disciplined, trained designer. In all 
cases, a dividend for the viewer. More than the product 
is shown. Visual association conjures pearls with the 
exotic East, we try to see more of the nymph emerging 
from a lush whirl of blue. This is design joined to still 
forms. The result? A photograph of moving light and 
color. In color, Matter’s work is unique. Almost none are 
stills. Within each, he has magically created a self-con- 
tained “motion” picture. 








he expands the boundaries of photography 


by constant experimentation 


As the painter uses the sketch pad for trying out new concepts, Matter uses light, lenses, 
triple images, blurs—whatever is at hand to expand the limits of photography to such a degree 
that limits seem to depend not on tools, but on the photographer’s visual imagination. Below 
are but two of the eye-explorer’s attempts. Left, is a light drawing, right a papier-maché Chinese 
puppet. Both are images which exist only because of the camera. Were it not for its record on film, 
the light pattern would be a remembered image of moving colored lights, moving unstopped. Un- 
stopped by film and photographer, they do not make a pattern. Matter has controlled the pattern 
by using intensely focused and diffused light tracings against each other, revealing a sense of the 
use of space which distinguishes his color. 

The puppet, viewed with the eye, is just an intriguing doll. Viewed through the lens, it takes 
on new dimensions. The head becomes elongated. The figure apparently dances, rests. The cos- 
tume breaks into a shimmering pinwheel of light. Flames and movement shoot from it. The visual 
fancy of Matter is no accident or caprice. It has been fired through the years by discipline 
and search. Any subject matter may find itself on the artist’s sketch pad. Any subject matter 
may find its way to the photographer’s lens. What happens to it is the mark of the photographer’s 
imagination. What comes of the light tracing: perhaps a magazine cover, a poster, an ad. The 
puppet: a model bedecked with jewels. 
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Twenty-five years ago, Herbert Matter was a young 
painting student in Paris searching for the way to 
make pictures. Today, although teaching Design 
to others at Yale, Matter remains the student. Re- 
nowned and successful, he puzzles the elusive ques- 
tion: how does one make pictures? 
Matter cultivates craftsmanship (only the ulti- 
mate craftsman would dare the girl and pearls, page 
79), intuition (the puppet given life, page 80), 
self-searching. His goal: further limits to the images 
and the language which belong to photography alone. 
Lacking to the human eye is a lens fast enough 
to snap the dance and the imagination to seize the 
pattern of snow-covered fire-escapes. For Matter 
this is a personal imagery to be communicated 
through the camera to be exposed to the viewer. 
For him the photograph can go beyond the frame. 
Left, a free dance is photographed freely. He imposes 
his own reality of swirling color, movement, motion. if 
For him, the blur has purpose, to reveal an image HTT r ie ae 
hidden to the eye, above. For him, the fixed lines a “alee 
of a fire escape outside his studio door, ordinarily My ' 
monotonous, lose their rigidity, are let free in a eeaste 
dance of abstract form, right.

But let’s use the word pio- 
neer. Matter applies to his color photography the 
lessons of modern art. He breaks rules, finds new 
methods of photographic expression in his rule- 
breaking. He lifts photography from a record of 
reality to a personal expression of his own vision 
of the world.

FIRST LOVE: DESIGN 


Matter’s hands are many. His talents, widespread. 
Swiss-born, precision-trained, he is more than a poet 
at work in a tower of his own. His contact with the 
commercial world is direct, successful, remunerative. 

Herbert Matter is more than a photographer. He 
is recognized as one of this country’s most gifted 
graphics designers. A master of montage, he com- 
bines photography with other visual techniques. 
His products: posters (bottom, an early one from 
Switzerland), photo-murals, magazine covers (cen- 
ter, find two), illustrations for advertisements, 
brochures (top, the modern touch for modern furni- 
ture), and books. His tools: darkroom, compass 
and drafting board, paste-pot and scissors, type and 
picture files. 

All this is not to demonstrate that Matter is a 
designer also, as if it were a side occupation. Even 
before the “photograph,” what concerns Matter 
most is “picture.” Not so many years ago “picture” 
was made by brush and pencil alone. Now it is made 
with the visual eye, using any and every graphic 
art in combination that will intrigue and hold the 
viewer. A new tradition—a revolution in forms, kinds 
of materials, subject matter—accounts for the dif- 
ference. Matter is of that long, still developing 
tradition: Cézanne, Cubism, Dadaism, Futurism, the 
Surreal, the Abstract, the Functional. 

In this tradition, the photograph becomes a tool. 
Photographs are cut into intriguing shapes (the 
hand on the cover, center) ; they are used in montage 
(the Swiss poster); they are used for design (the 
swirl of film on the Fortune cover); they are used 
to explain (the furniture brochure). Photography 
becomes part of a “layout,” a design whose fresh- 
ness lies within its agile proportion and balance. 
Its strength: the control of a flat surface where asso- 
ciation and inter-relationship of forms are at play. 
Without three dimensions it has new depth; within 
are many images, on the move. 

Modern design exaggerates and joins what is 
separate, in seeming liberty. Yet it is governed by 
order, rigid lines of proportion. Imagination under 
discipline guides Matter’s commercial design as it 
guides his color photography. Here, too, is the visual 
eye in motion. 

Matter has many hands, but like the limbs of a 
tree, they all return to the trunk. 
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EXPERIMENT 





















The history of creative photography is short and 
precocious. Little wonder too: born in black-and- 
white in the 19th Century, first bedecked in color 
in 1935 by Eastman. Sudden success, finally caught 
in the devouring pace of daily newspapers, weekly 
and monthly magazines, creating an age of visual 
communication. Very much in step with a whirling 
over-fastly paced world. Who has time to stop, to 
find new ways of using the visual language? 

Yet lips that would speak eloquently with a visual 
tongue need new words. And to Herbert Matter 
photographic expression is still mute when the cam- 
era eye records “reality” and imitates the painter. 
He looks, with unceasing experiment, for as yet un- 
seen concepts which can be expressed only through 
the photographic medium. 

A photographer’s sketch pad, his experiments, 
recognize no censor, no immediate purpose but the 
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search. The struggle to break what Matter calls “the 
chains of documentation” leads him far, but not too 
far from his studio. It is precisely there that he 
breaks limits, finds new photographic speech. 

His pictures at first seem strange to the eye. No 
wonder, they are fresh images. Yet they are un- 
locked from the secret world of the commonplace. 
Household items heretofore ignored: a drop of India 
ink in water, above left (what’s this? a drawing of 
a fairy-tale animal?) ; a head of cabbage sliced in 
half, left, then partially reversed, becomes a flower 
form—or what your associations will make it. He 
has used crumpled paper and tinfoil, transparent 
cement between plates of glass. He has added grain, 
above right, created deliberate blurs. 

A darkroom perfectionist, Matter has found pic- 
torial wealth also in the commonplace of his craft— 
within the ordinary photographic processes them- 





selves. Brush strokes on a wet emulsion plate, charged 
by electrical current, account for what might almost 
be a specimen of Chinese calligraphy, above center. 

Persistent trial and error have their reward. Acci- 
dent, too. Such was the case in 1943 when Matter 
chanced on the beauties of light drawings (page 80). 
Where? On board ship entering the port of Havana 
at night. Why ? Unknown to him the idle camera about 
his neck, shutter wide open, was making an image. 

This experimental world cannot be seen by his 
two eyes, sometimes not by the lens of his camera. 
Light beams moving in different depths, reversal 
effects, photograms. Yet through experiment, new 
pictures featuring the interplay of light, the rhythm 
of form, have been created with infinite taste, 
discipline. 

The essential: A vision which is his. So is the 
speech, in the language of the new eye, photography. 
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EVER: A POET’S EYE 


As you view Matter’s “straight” photographs, one fact 
becomes evident: this is not photo-journalism, not docu- 
mentation. He is not a man who uses his camera for 
social realism or recording. Matter is not interested in 
filming an event as it flashes before his eyes. 

His eye is not confined by the walls of darkroom 
and studio. It scans the sun and sky outdoors, as well 
as the face and form of people. Yet his world of Nature 
is not reported. His subject matter has no personal 
identity. It does not invite you to act the “Peeping 
Tom.” His subjects breathe only in so far as they are 
part of an over-all visual statement which Matter wants 
to make concerning the world about him. 

What is this world? It is a world of praise of Nature, 
its elements, its vitality. In praise of wind, sun, sky 
(lower left). In praise of the unexpected beauty which 
exists about us. Deliberately avoiding depth, he finds 
an organized pattern of lovely forms playing against 
each other through a broken wall (top, far left). A 
swirl of birds in flight is so direct that you can almost 
hear the beating of the wings (next page). Even the 
dancing Indian boy (top, left) moves in a prayer for 
the gods of Nature. 

Each of Matter’s photographs then becomes an idea, 
a symbol of a whole attitude towards life. And this is 
their creative quality. For this is adding the man to 
the mechanics and discipline of the tool, the camera. 

Among the pictorial arts, it would seem that pho- 
tography has the simplest job. Yet this is a delusion. 
The frightening ease with which the camera can take 
a picture is beguiling. To the creative photographer, 
the camera must seem at times an enemy, a machine 
whose very efficiency must be overcome. 

Photography is a matter of techniques. It is a mat- 
ter of selection, perception. Always it is a matter of 
abstraction. For reality is a three-dimensional world of 
color, unframed, moving. Black-and-white flat pictures 
communicate to us because we have learned to “read” 
them visually. To the primitive, they are no more real 
than the effigy he carves from a piece of wood or a 
stick figure drawing. 

Realizing this, Herbert Matter uses the photograph 
as a timeless symbol. Since the gypsy child (left), his 
first significant photograph done in Paris in 1928, he 
has striven to refine his picture-making, to make it a 
part of his disciplined, artist’s vision. 

Of another profession, it has been said: Good doc- 












tors are first good men. No less true in photography 
perhaps, where humility to develop and honesty to ask 
questions is so important. Technical skill and bril- 
liance are not enough. A creative photographer does 
more than make pictures. He creates himself by enter- 
ing into his work. 

A short while ago, on the eve of his departure for 
Europe, Matter received some written notes of praise 
from an admirer. His answer unconsciously did 
more honor to himself than to the review of his work. 
Said he: “It makes me feel like I should make some 
good pictures.” 














CURRENT: FILM-MAKER 


Marlene Dietrich was responsible for ending Her- 
bert Matter’s student days in Paris. She wouldn’t 
remember the incident; she didn’t even know. 

It happened this way: Foreigners at school in 
France need student visas, which cost a few francs. 
Matter forgot to renew his visa. One night a student 
hangout was raided by officials. The place: a small 
theatre which showed arty American films. Featured 
that night was Dietrich. The houselights went up 
and, within:a few hours, Matter was’on a train bound 
for home, Switzerland, and the start of his career. 

Today motion pictures seem to be responsible 
once again for keeping Matter on the move. Recently 
his free time and energy have been spent in shoot- 
ing and editing films. His most noted project has 
been a successful color film on Alexander Calder and 
his mobile sculptures. Less widely seen has been the 
picture he made on Afro-Cuban dance. 

Above are two stills and a film strip from the 
Calder movie. And they bear, once again, a direct 
connection with his other work. Certainly the same 
eye sees the Calder mobile broken in pattern against 


a sky as sees the birds in flight (opposite). Mobiles 
from the flight of nature. 

His entry into film-making hardly seems sur- 
prising. His choice of subject matter seems almost 
pre-ordained. The chief flavor of his work in still 
photography has been motion, self-contained. Even- 
tually it would seem he must attack motion directly 
and alive. What more natural topics than Calder— 
exponent of spatial mobility—and dance—the ex- 
pression of rhythm? 

Here, too, Matter continues his self-criticism and 
search. Both films, he feels, have been limited in 
that they are forms of documentation and exposi- 
tion. In films, too, he would not be merely the re- 
corder. He is searching for an expression that is 
freer, more personal. His own visions shared—in 
motion on film. 

Today he works unrestricted and alone on Film 
Project Three: Subject: Negro spirituals. When and 
if he is satisfied, it will be seen. That is the ex- 
citing quality of Matter’s work. It is never finished. 
It remains to be seen.

A simple outfit can be set up quickly in a small 
space, then can be disassembled easily when you are fin- 
ished working. If you work at night, as most people do, 
you won’t even have trouble making your darkroom 
dark—a blanket hung over the window is usually sufficient. 

The kitchen and bathroom setups shown above are 
the two most obvious improvised darkrooms. Actually, 
almost any spaces large enough to hold the trays and 
enlarger will suffice. The heart of the whole affair is a 
sheet of plywood or wide board and a place on which to 
set it firmly. Or, a pair of bridge tables may do handily. 
Next in importance is a goodly supply of the Sunday 
newspapers. These make a multi-layer covering for the 
working surface which will absorb all mess and reduce 
cleanup to the few seconds necessary to crumple and dis- 
pose of the newspapers. 
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It is not necessary to have running water right at the 
scene of operations. Fixed prints can be stacked tem- 
porarily in a large tray of water, then carried to an ad- 
jacent bathtub or sink for washing. Do not think that such 
a darkroom will be a handicap and prevent you from 
making good prints. That’s nonsense. Some of the finest 
prints shown at the Museum of Modern Art in New York 
have come from facilities no more elaborate than these. 

What is necessary is careful organization and planning 
of your operations. Keep equipment to the absolute 
minimum consistent with good results. Prepare storage 
facilities so that everything has its own place—a box 
under a table or in the bottom of a closet will do. 

How long does it take to set up such a rig? Less than 
five minutes, without rushing. How much does a mini- 
mum darkroom cost? Excluding the enlarger, very little; 
take a look at the check list opposite.—F. F. PYPE 
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If you have 2 x 4 inefficiency kitchen, try bathroom. “C” clamp holds tray board securely to ladder top. 


Simplest darkroom check list 


To process films you need the following: 

32 OZ. GRADUATE—costs about 60 cents for a glass one. 

DEVELOPING TANK—Load it in a closet or in a changing 
bag, do the rest in room light. FR “Special” shown is $3.40; 
other kinds cost less or more. 

THERMOMETER—a must for temperature control. Kodak 
Stirring Rod glass type sells for $2.85. 

FILM CLIPS—for hanging the finished product up to dry. 
About 25 cents each. 

DEVELOPER—Simplest to use are the ready-mixed liquid 
types, such as Ansco Finex-L, $1.25 per quart. Ready-to-mix 
powders work as well, cost less; Kodak Microdol is 51 cents 
for the quart size. 

FIXER—Ready-mixed concentrated liquid FR Fixol costs 99 
cents, makes one gallon (there are other liquid fixers, too).

ustard pies were meant to be eaten. The first comic who 

threw a pie at his confrere created an entirely new use for 

it. The new Carl Zeiss wide-angle 21mm f/4.5 Biogon lens 

is not a custard pie. But when Mopern tested this widest of all 

available lenses for 35mm cameras, we did find that it opened an 
entirely new field for photographic imagination. 

The distributor, Carl Zeiss Inc., warned that the lens must in 
no case be used except on a level plane or a tremendous amount 
of angular distortion would result. We deliberately paid no atten- 
tion. We’ve been creating angular distortion ever since. Frankly 
we like it. But before we enjoy angular distortion thoroughly, 
we should know something about it. 

If you point a camera either upwardsyggr downwards, say to 
include an entire building in your photo, the structure will appear 
to be falling over backwards in the final print. This is caused 
by the film plane not being parallel to the subject. When you use 
a wide angle lens, additional distortions are introduced. Objects 
at the edge of the field are distorted more than those at the center. 
And the wider the angle of the lens and the more it is tilted 
away from level, the more distortion you get (see Myths About 
Lenses, Sept. issue, for more information on distortion). 


Here’s what happens 


Let’s see how all this works out in practice. Take a look at 
the poor old U.N. buildings opposite, for instance. The figure 
in the foreground is in a corner of the picture and thus distorted. 
All the buildings are leaning over backwards, a rather questionable 
type of construction. The power plant at the right seems to have 
a curious affinity for the buildings in the center. 


Reality doesn’t get much help from this lens on pages 94 and 95 
either. If you have a desire to make yourself look tall, you need 
no longer buy shoes with built up heels. Point the new Zeiss lens 
towards your feet and they will look miles away from your head. 
It’s not the most flattering portrait but it is different. 

If you suffer from fear of falling buildings, we wouldn’t recom- 
mend this lens for taking pictures of tall structures (page 95). 








Whether looking up or down, the Biogon lens creates the unusual 


Of course, to an extent, all these distortions can be 
accomplished with the available wide-angle lenses for 
35mm cameras such as the 28mm or 35mm, but the new 
Zeiss 21mm lens just makes things a bit more unreal. 

Now that we’ve found out how to use both lenses and 
custard pies for unusual purposes, let’s see how the new 
Zeiss lens acts and works under normal conditions. 

Although wide-angle lenses covering 90 degrees are 
nothing unusual in the view camera field, wide-angle lens 
in terms of the 35mm camera has come to mean, gen- 
erally, a 28mm or 35mm lens. The 35mm lens covers an 
area of about 68 degrees while the “extreme” wide-angle 
28mm lens covers 76 degrees. The 90-degree Biogon, 
which can be had only in Contax bayonet mount, is an 
eight-glass lens having five cemented elements. First tests 
on the prototype available were made on an optical 
bench. Definition seemed excellent at all apertures. 
Aberrations typical of many wide-angle lenses were 
virtually non-existent. Illumination was quite good to 
the edges with only a slight shift of focus at and be- 
yond f/16. Practical field tests produced excellent pic- 
tures even at full aperture, bearing out results seen in 


the bench tests. Pictures were sharp at {4/5 even at the 
very edges. When the lens was stopped down to its small- 
est aperture, {/22, definition was still excellent. The 
camera and wide angle lens were kept level at all times 
when serious work was undertaken. Foreground subject 
matter which might appear in the corners of the nega- 
tive was avoided to minimize any possible distortion. 


Unusual lens mount 


The lens mount has a very unusual and ingenious 
mechanical structure. It’s almost twice as long as its focal 
lenyth. The rear element practically touches the focal 
plane shutter. Since it’s a convex surface of high curva- 
ture, a rotating guard has been fitted to the back of the 
lens mount to protect thé glass surface. The mount guard 
must rotate so that the lens can be twisted into the bayonet 
mount of the Contax. To fit the lens into the camera’s 
outer bayonet, it is necessary to line up the two red dots 
at the rear of the lens and place the focusing mount of 
both camera and lens at infinity. The lens is calibrated 
from 3 ft. to infinity and £/4.5 to £/22. Price of lens is 
$269. The accessory finder costs $25.—THE END

learn to handle these 10 situations 


We continue with a new approach to learning photog- 
raphy. We add flash or flood to a box-type camera and 
go indoors for the natural, the spontaneous, the re- 
vealing moments which give force and meaning to the 
pictures of people in our lives. 

What sort of problems are we likely to encounter? 
How can we use our equipment to join those two insepa- 
rables of better photography—seeing and technique? 

Ideally, the camera should witness, not disrupt—be 
the unobtrusive observer at all times. But we need 
extra illumination to record the image. And strong 
light itself draws attention to both photographer and 
camera. Heads turn. Action changes. Suddenly the spon- 
taneity we want in photographs is erased from the scene.

There are a number of ways, however, that anyone can 
use to maintain naturalness. First, train your eye to dis- 
tinguish between “bad” and “good” before making an 
exposure. Pause between shots till people resume normal 
expressions or activities. Let static and forced moments 
go by. As you learn what to take, you must also learn 
what not to take with film and camera. 

The ten picture situations shown here illustrate that 
approach as well as shooting problems you may encoun- 
ter with a simple camera. The camera we used was a 
fixed-focus, fixed-aperture Anscoflex. Lighting was flash- 
on-the-camera, or flood. Using this equipment we present 
answers which will help you make more revealing pic- 
tures of the individuals in your world.

And, in 
case you choose to set by scale, we pro- 
vide focusing and field-depth scales that 
are unusually legible, with plenty of 
length for extra-accurate setting. 

Then—for exposure—we equip the 
Signet with Kodak’s famous ‘“‘red dot” 
system. Set the lens aperture at the red 
dot, shutter at the red “‘50”—and you’re 
all set for Kodachrome Film on a sunny 
day. For Plus-X, set the aperture at the 
red “11.” For other conditions, or other 
films—there’s a quick-action exposure 
calculator right on the back of the cam- 
era. Mighty handy, whether you’re a 
veteran or a beginner. 

Of course, there’s a lot more than this 
to the Signet. For $87.50, it’s quite a 
camera. 


Obliging lamp 


The more we use the Kodak 2-Way 
Safelamp, the better we like it. We’ve 
tried it in a ceiling socket, with Wratten 


OA Safelights on both sides—and it 
throws a nice gentle light all over the 
darkroom, brightening up the odd nooks 
and dark corners. We’ve tried it on the 
wall, at a safe 4-foot height above the 
print trays, and it pours out all the light 
we can use. Now we’ve tried it close 
over the sink, under a wide shelf with 























the underside painted white. To develop 
a print, we turn the safelight up, and we 
have soft indirect light by reflection from 
the white shelf. To inspect the print after 
it’s in the hypo, we swivel the light down, 
and we have about four times as much 
light as when we were developing. Every 
darkroom ought to have one or two of 
these useful widgets. The $4.50 price in- 
cludes the OA Safelight Filter (for con- 
tact and enlarging papers) and a 15-watt 
110-130-volt lamp.

To wash a print properly takes 1 to 2 
hours in running water. But if you first 
put the print in a 2% solution of Kodalk 
Balanced Alkali for two minutes, it will 
wash in half the usual time. A pound of 
this alkali costs 45¢, and will make 
enough 2% solution to alkalize over 600 
double-weight 8 x 10 enlargements.

ester 4, N. Y. 
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Nr. Cinema says... 


This is the last of a series of four articles on 
sound movies. Subject: special sound effects. 


WITH TAPE and magnetic sound-on- 
film becoming so much a part of the 
amateur movie-maker’s kit of tools, 
you may one day have occasion to re- 
cord sound effects of various kinds. 
Perhaps some of the following methods 
of obtaining special effects will help 
solve a future problem. 

Let’s begin with an echo chamber— 
the sound effects of which are familiar 
to most radio listeners. You may not be 
able to lay out the cash it takes to buy 
a real echo chamber, but a pretty good 
substitute is easily contrived if you 
have access to a grand piano. 


A piano “echo chamber” 


Prop the lid of the piano open half 
way. Place a heavy weight, such as a 
large book, on the sustaining pedal. 
This takes the damper off the piano 
strings, allowing them to vibrate free- 
ly. Next, suspend a microphone face 
downward near (but not touching) the 
center of the sounding board. If you 
now direct your voice (or other sound) 
into the open piano, you can produce 
an eerie “echo” effect. 


Water and wind effects 


The sound of falling rain can be 
pretty well emulated by sprinkling 
rice grains on paper. Or you can put 
either rice or fine gravel on the head of 
a drum and swish it around. 

Supposing you want the sound of 
rain trickling off a roof, out of a down- 
spout, etc. One amateur of my ac- 
quaintance produced a realistic sound 
track for a scene which showed rain 
trickling off the eaves of a cabin onto 
the ground below. He got it by pouring 
water from a pitcher into a pan which 
had been lined with wet towels! 

To simulate the sound of surf, try 
stroking a drumhead with a whisk- 
broom or kitchen brush. For a tiny 
gurgling brook, blow gently through 
a straw into a glass of water. For a 
bigger brook, use a larger container— 
the size of the container and depth of 
the water controls the quality of the 
gurgling sound. 

A variety of wind effects can be 
produced by blowing across the face 
of the microphone. By this means you 
can register anything from a gentle 
breeze to a gale—but be sure to moni- 
tor the effect so you know how much 
of a breeze you’re simulating... 


Other mechanical noises 


There are several ways of duplicat- 
ing the sound of thunder. My favorite 
technique consists of simply shaking 


a rubber balloon containing BB shot 
near the microphone. 

The hornet-like buzz of model air- 
planes can be simulated by holding a 
piece of celluloid (or a stiff sheet of 
cut film) against a spinning bicycle 
wheel. A piece of cardboard held 
against the blades of an electric fan 
will produce airplane and outboard- 
motor noises. For multi-engined air- 
craft or several outboard motors, use 
several strips of cardboard and per- 
haps a couple of spinning wheels. The 
thickness of the flexible material and 
the speed at which the wheel turns will 
govern the quality of the sound. 

The closing of a door can be sur- 
prisingly well emulated by simply clos- 
ing a real door! The same is true of a 
car door—except you may wish to 
avoid street noises when you record 
this. If so, try using a refrigerator 
door or slamming shut the lid of a 
foot locker. It’s a simple matter, in- 
cidentally, to hinge a piece of board 
onto a miniature door frame and fit the 
assembly with a latch. This rig will 
then be handy for all the door-closing 
scenes you need—with or without 
squeaky rosin on the hinges. 

A doorbell buzzer will be useful if 
your script calls for apartment-house 
buzzers, office inter-com signals, and 
so on. And keep an alarm clock handy 
for duplicating doorbell and telephone 
sounds as well as its own. 


Horses, brawls, and steam 


Galloping hoofbeats? Clap your 
hands together, then bring each hand 
down to slap your thighs, one after the 
other, in rapid succession. For the 
slower “clip-clopping” type of hoof- 
beats, cut a hollow rubber ball in half 
and clap the two halves together. For 
a different quality of clip-clops which 
suggests city pavement, use two halves 
of cocoanut shell on a piece of board, 


preferably hardwood. 
Do you have a scene depicting a 
knock-down, 
drag-out 

brawl? The 

sound of a good 

punch in the 

jaw—if you 

have occasion 

to record it— 

can easily be 

emulated by hitting a head of cabbage 
with the handle end of a screwdriver 
or knife. For the sound of clothing be- 
ing ripped, try tearing a piece of old, 
waterproofed canvas, or a discarded 
windowshade. The older and drier 
the material, the more realistic the 


sound of ripping and tearing will be! 

A large, garden-variety hand gun 
intended for spraying insects is excel- 
lent for simulating the sound of escap- 
ing steam. Choose the kind of gun that 
builds up pressure and will continue 
to spray for several seconds after you 
stop pumping. By varying the built-up 
pressure, you can emulate almost any- 
thing from the gentle sighing of a tea 
kettle to the hiss of a radiator. By 
temporarily plugging the end of the 
spray nozzle with a pellet of putty be- 
fore building up pressure, you may 
even be able to duplicate the explosive 
hiss of a bursting safety valve. 

Crumpling cellophane near the mike 
will sound like the crackling of a fire; 
snapping a few brittle twigs (or pen- 
cils if you have them to spare) will add 
realism to the simulated sound of a 
wood-burning fire. 

Your kitchen probably contains one 
of those pyramidal vegetable or cheese 
graters. By rubbing this with a very 
stiff brush you can do a fair job of 
imitating the exhaust noise of a steam 
locomotive. 

You may have the occasion to make 
the sound of a golf shot. To do this, 
swing a tennis racket past the face 
of the mike. For the sound of the club- 
head striking the ball, slap an ordi- 
nary desk ruler against the palm of 
your hand while an assistant finishes 
the “swish” with the ténnis racket. 

Before actually recording any ef- 
fect on your finished soundtrack, play 
it smart by taking a test recording 
to see how it really sounds on play- 
back. You will probably find that cer- 
tain adjustments of the mike distance, 
volume level, and actual recording 
technique make worlds of difference in 
the recorded results. 

When possible, use authentic sounds 
in preference to artificial ones. This 
will mean building up a small “sound 
library” to draw upon when your script 
calls for specialized sound. It will be 
worth while to record the sound of 
traffic noises, construction work, 
cheering crowds, church bells, wood- 
Iand noises, and the like. And don’t 
overlook novel sounds that will pro- 
voke a laugh when they are dubbed 
into a scene for the sake of incon- 
gruity. Take for example a ritzy res- 
taurant scene accompanied by sound 
recorded in a zoo at feeding time! Or 
an “accelerated action” shot of a child 
riding in a toy auto accompanied by 
the rending sound of a jet-engine air- 
craft. Get the general idea?

There are some sounds you can’t 
possibly duplicate yourself, but that 
are available on disks.

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Editor’s note: Author Ty Cotta’s movie themes, like his 
shooting techniques (see “Nuts to Movie Making Rules,” 
Aug. and Sept. 1951 issues of MoDERN) are unorthodox. 
The following idea for a home movie will probably strike 
you as plain wacky. Therein lies its novelty—and charm. 


LET THE SHOWER run a long time—let it run hot. Pull 
down the shades, turn on the photofloods, wipe off the 
camera lens, and write “Glass” in the condensation on 
the bathroom mirror. That’s all the titling you'll need 
for this movie. But when you spring the finished film 
on an unsuspecting audience, be sure to take a chair near 
the exit! If it starts a controversy among those who see 
it, well and good. In that way it will at least breathe a 
little life into what I consider a pretty static medium— 
the average amateur home movie. 

As long as we’re going to do something different, let’s 
really start off that way. Use black and white film for 
the title shot, and follow it with 10 to 20 feet of blank 
white nothing accompanied by pensive silence from you

as everyone studies your masterpiece. Continue the blank 
scene to a point just short of the ridiculous, then let a 
blob of black ink appear on the screen. A second or so 
later, follow with another drop of ink—then let them fall 
faster and faster. Finally allow a face to appear in the 
polka-dotted picture frame (see upper right-hand pic- 
ture, opposite page, for how this is done) . The face should 
appear only briefly before the ink covers the entire pic- 
ture area. Next, cut or fade quickly to rain on a car wind- 
shield. The wiper starts, the car begins to move—and 
a new kind of movie has had its introduction. ... 

Now to clarify (or pretend to) the subject of “Glass” 
to an audience which, in spite of itself, is almost cer- 
tain to have been snared in your web of interest. With- 
out a word in sound or title, pantomime the story of glass 
in a scene remindful of the old-time flickers. If this bit 
of acting is beyond you, have a friend do it—but let it 
be performed by the same person whose face appeared 
beneath the ink spots. The hammier the pantomime the 
better, but keep it serious ham. 

To keep the pantomime scene simple, use a medium 
close-up camera distance, plain clothing on the actor, a 
gray background, and a single pane of glass as the work- 
ing prop. Pantomime the use of glass in the home, labora- 
tory, or in any other locale you can think of. Start the 
scene off slowly and logically, but let it become com- 
pletely disorganized as the problem becomes more and 
more involved. Give it a fast “flicker” ending by shooting 
the last few feet at 8 frames per second while the actor 
shakes his head in growing frustration. 

After this scene you have the motivation and license 
to take off on a dream-type sequence—pure fun with 
glass and movies. Leave your pantomime narrator by way 
of a fast pan out of the “flicker” scene and a quick pan 
into the opening scene of the new sequence. 

A good opener for this portion of the film might be a 
full screen close-up of our man’s face with a magnifying 
glass being moved up close to and away from one eye. 
This should be a very short scene; its purpose is to set 
the mood for anything you may want to film in the way 
of distortion images. 

One of the most interesting distortion effects is to be 
had by shooting into the open end of a glass tumbler 
held in such a way that a subject’s face is visible through 
the bottom of the tumbler. Revolving the tumbler will 
produce a spiraling movement of distorted images. Shoot- 
ing a reflected image in a chrome automobile hub- 
cap, or a large silver ball lawn ornament, will also 
produce weird effects. Indoors, (Continued on page 125)

For double exposures and other trick 
effects, a deep black background is re- 
quired. In photograpning a full length 








figure, spill light from photofloods 
often renders even a dark background 
gray rather than black. One solution 
to this problem is to have the subject 
stand in front of an archway separat- 
ing two rooms. If the room behind 
him is kept unlighted, a deep black 
background can be obtained. For close- 
ups and small objects, a black back- 
ground can be had by simply painting 
the inside of a cardboard box matte 
black. The depth of the box should be 
such as to prevent light reaching the 
bottom of it when it is placed behind 
an illuminated foreground subject. 
—TY COTTA

issue of MODERN.) A dissolve is a grad- 
ual change from one scene to another. 
It is made by superimposing the fade- 
in (gradual brightening) of a new 
scene upon the fade-out (gradual dim- 
ming) of the old scene. 


Q. Does Eastman Kodak Co. offer 
any provision for making color prints 
from clips of Kodachrome movie film ? 

A. Yes. Your local Kodak dealer can 
have color prints made for you by for- 
warding film clips to Kodak’s Chicago 
Processing Laboratory. The lab re- 
quires 5-frame lengths of 8mm film, or 
a minimum of 3 frames of 16mm film, 
taped to 2 x 2 glass with the middle 
image being the one to be enlarged. 
The lab experts will decide how large 
a print they can make, depending upon 
the quality of the original. 8mm frames 
can be enlarged up to 2% x 3% inches; 
16mm frames up to 4 x 6 inches. Price 
per enlargement is $2.25 regardless of 
size. No black-and-white prints are 
made by the lab. 


Q. For a comic effect, I want a shot 
of my son wolfing his food down like 
crazy. Is there an easy way to film this 
—without inviting indigestion? 

A. Yes—let your son eat at his usual 
speed, but film the scene at 8 frames 
per second. When projected at the nor- 
mal speed of 16 fps (silent), or 24 fps 
(for sound), your son’s table man- 
ners will appear — — —! 


Q. I have a complete set of filters 
for black-and-white film. Is there any 
reason why I couldn’t use some of 
these for color, too? 

A. Color film requires an altogether 
different set of filters. The only excep- 
tion is a polarizing neutral filter. This 
can be used with either black-and- 
white or color film. 


Q. I have 200 feet of black-and-white 
film I would like to tone sepia. Would 
it be feasible to attempt this at home 
with a tray and reel outfit? 

A. While short lengths of film—titles 
and the like—can be toned quite easily, 
our experiments with whole reels of 
film have been negative. Worse, the re- 
sulting streaks and unevenness of the 
toning ruined the film upon which it 
was attempted. You might be able to 
work out a satisfactory system by trial 
and error, but don’t take a chance on 
ruining your original film. Practice on 
duplicate copies until you are sure of 
the results. 


Q. Once film has been magnetically 
soundstriped, how many times can 
sound be erased and re-recorded be- 
fore the striping loses its ability to 
take a signal? 

A. According to Bell & Howell, no 
limit to the effective life of their strip- 
ing has been found. In other words, it 
can be erased and re-recorded indefi- 
nitely. As far as we know, this holds 
true for all types of magnetically 
striped film.

does not mean that those guide numbers 
are recommended by the bulb makers 
or the film manufacturers. It does mean 
that the guide numbers form a starting 
point which you can vary one way or 
the other to suit your particular needs. 

In these charts the guide numbers are 
based on the following reflector condi- 
tions: with midget bulbs, 4 to 5 inch 
polished (for satin finished reflectors 
give one-half stop more exposure) ; with 
medium screw base Class M and Class 
FP, 6 to 7 inch polished; with Class S 
medium screw base, 10 inch, or bigger, 
bowl type studio reflectors. 

For any given exposure problem there 
is no single guide number representing 
the only correct exposure. Although we 
compute the exposure on the basis of a 
single distance, most subjects have a 
certain amount of depth to them. Despite 
this apparent contradiction the subject 
is usually well exposed for some dis- 
tance in front of or beyond that point 
chosen as the basis for the exposure. 
This indicates that there is not much 
point in worrying about guide numbers 
from different sources which differ by 
ten units or so one way or the other. 

The “best” guide number is one which 
consistently gives correctly exposed film 
with your combination of film, shutter, 
reflector, and working methods, and this 
can be determined easily. 

If your results show consistent under- 
exposure or overexposure first check 
that you are using the proper lamp for 
your shutter and that your equipment is 
working properly. Then make a series of 
test exposures at one distance as follows: 

Start with an exposure based on some 
published guide number. Then bracket 
this with a pair of exposures—one in- 
creased by a full lens stop, one de- 
creased a full lens stop (with color, vary 
the exposures one-half stop each way). 
Include in each picture a card showing 
the lamp-to-subject distance and the 
guide number used. Process the films 
normally and examine the results. 

It’s easy to modify a guide number to 
fit your particular needs.

by LLOYD E. VARDEN 


Value of photographic history to 
future progress 


I have always had a fondness for the 
history of photography and have been 
a staunch believer that if one studies 
the history carefully he will gain a bet- 
ter insight into what is likely to hap- 
pen in the future—at least, in the more 
or less immediate future. Moreover, 
many, many things which we consider 
new have their roots in observations 
made years ago, but which have been 
buried away in obscure sources of 
photographic literature. Numerous ex- 
amples of unnecessary effort expended 
in re-inventing old discoveries can be 
cited. Some of these long forgotten ob- 
servations have, however, been pur- 
posely re-examined in light of our 
present knowledge of photographic 
theory and have led to practical proc- 
esses or methods. There are hundreds 
of others still waiting to be re-ex- 
amined, and so the field for inventors 
is certainly not limited. 

But, the greatest value of photo- 
graphic history is to teach what has 
gone before so that one’s thinking can 
be directed into newer channels and not 
in channels that have been dug deep 
by re-invention after re-invention. 


Some common misconceptions 


Almost every age thinks that what 
exists during its time must be new and 
modern. Of course, everyone knows 
that photography has existed for a 
good many years in one form or an- 
other, but still most modern practices 
and materials are looked upon as the 
product of fairly recent times. Very 
few examples can be cited where this is 
uniquely true. 

I recently heard the following com- 
ment made, “Why not try this new 
substitute restrainer for potassium 
bromide?” The statement was made 
with reference to benzotriazole, which 
was introduced into photography in 
1928. New substitute ? 

There are even those who think that 
Daguerre discovered photography and 
that “‘monobath” developers are hot 
off some inventor’s griddle. To Joseph 
Nicéphore Niepce goes the credit for 
the discovery of photography but few 
amateurs know it. He made his first 
permanent photograph in a camera 
quite a few years before 1839 which is 
usually considered the beginning of 
photography. And “monobath” de- 
velopers are new only in name. Single 
solution developer-fixers have been

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around for well over 50 years and were 
thoroughly studied by Lumiére and 
Seyewetz in the early 1900's. 


Present-day color processes, often 
thought to be solely a product of the 
present generation, were conceived in 
principle prior to 1900, and the essen- 
tial chemistry was worked out before 
the beginning of the first World War. 
The very existence of every photo- 
graphic color process today, with per- 
haps one or two unimportant excep- 
tions, rests solely on facts laid down 
forty years ago or longer. 

Even such commonplace things as 
the iris diaphragm, essentially un- 
changed from the original, was discov- 
ered by Niepce and used on his cam- 
era obscura in 1816. Some people have 
the impression that the iris diaphragm 
is of a more recent era probably be- 
cause of the great number of old 
lenses still seen in hock shops which 
have Waterhouse stops, ie., dia- 
phragms that are nothing more than a 
hole in a metal plate which is inserted 
into the lens barrel. It may surprise 
you to learn that Niepce even made a 
camera the size of a match box. 


Many “new” methods are old 


“Photograms’” which still pop up 
now and then from up-and-coming 
photographic innovators were the rage 
back in 1925. And so-called solariza- 
tion photographs, which are really not 
based on emulsion solarization, were 
first made by Sabattier ninety years 
ago. He even showed an exhibit of ex- 
amples in 1860 at the French Photo- 
graphic Society in Paris. High-speed 
photographs of splashes in liquids, so 
typical of the many still shown today 


‘to attest the marvels of high-speed 


flash equipment, were made by Worth- 
ington in 1894, and in 1908 he published 
a complete book showing hundreds of 
examples. I have a copy of this book 
and his results for practical purposes 
are as good as those we see today. 


The use of polarizers in photography 
is not new. The polarization filters 
manufactured by the Polaroid Cor- 
poration are new in our day, but the 
use of polarizers for photography is a 
matter of ancient history. Prof. Eduard 
Jacobsthal in 1887 made photographs 
of objects exhibited behind glass and 
completely eliminated all troublesome 
reflections by attaching a small sheet 
of tourmaline in the lens, at the dia- 
phragm, to act as a polarizer. 


We also think of latensification as 
being a discovery of modern times. 
However, it was first applied in 1840. 
Because of the variable results ob- 
tained by different workers through 
the years after 1840 there was some 
question as to whether or not the prac- 
tice had any value. In 1872 a special 
eommittee was appointed to look into 
the matter and they reported that the 
more gradual and slowly the secondary 
light is allowed to act after the cam- 
era exposure, the better the results will 
be. This finding corresponds to recent

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recommendations, and the increase in 
speed reported back in 1872, namely, 
one lens stop, is the same as that which 
is claimed today. Again, the only thing 
different is the name “latensification” 
which we must credit to Du Pont tech- 
nicians for dreaming up. Back in the 
old days the expression was “con- 
tinuating rays.” 


A case in point 

Now let us consider a single, specific 
instance where neglect of what has 
gone before has retarded photographic 
progress. I have already referred to the 
discovery of the essential chemistry 
used in “modern” color processes be- 
fore the first World War. This was ac- 
complished by Rudolf Fischer in 1912 
(German Patent 253,335). Apparently 
his disclosures were generally ignored 
because not much was done to put 
them to use. (Perhaps we can blame 
it on the disturbed conditions existing 
in Europe at the time.) But Fischer, 
along with H. Siegrist, called atten- 
tion to the discovery again in 1914 
(Photographische Correspondenz, Vol. 
51, p. 18, 1914), and still nothing came 
of it. No doubt the war is an acceptable 
excuse, but what followed after the 
war is certainly not. 

It took until 1923 before another ref- 
erence to color coupling occurred in the 
photographic literature. W. F. Ermen 
(British Journal of Photography, Vol. 
70, p. 47, 1923) independently discov- 
ered the color-forming action of sub- 
stituted paraphenylenediamine and 
alphanaphthol which had been dis- 
closed by Fischer. Now ten years had 
skipped by with uo work being done 
to apply to photographic color proc- 
esses the very thing which is used to- 
day. In a recent paper by two Kodak 
Research Laboratory scientists (The 
Chemistry of Dye-Forming Develop- 
ment, The Jpurnal of Photographic 
Science, P. W. Vittum and A. Weiss- 
berger, p. 81, May-June 1954) the fol- 
lowing is stated, “Practical forms of 
colour development are restricted to 
the oxidative condensation, discovered 
by Fischer. .. .” Therefore, I think we 
must take our hats off to old Rudolf 
for starting the ball rolling, but he got 
little immediate help to keep it going. 

It is a remarkable coincidence, to 
say the least, that Mannes and Godow- 
sky, who are given the main credit for 
Kodachrome, began their work in color 
photography in the earlier 1920’s, and 
their second patent was applied for in 
the same year that Ermen’s paper ap- 
peared on dye coupling development. 
However, the earlier patents of Mannes 
and Godowsky, which have no relation 
to Kodachrome as such, embodied im- 
practical chemical methods and were 
eventually abandoned. A number of 
years were to pass before they made 
use of Fischer’s principles of color de- 
velopment (U. S. Patent 1,954,452, is- 
sued in 1934). Kodachrome was intro- 
duced, as you know, in 1935 . 

From this it would appear that if 
proper attention had been given to 
Fischer’s original disclosures, color 
photography today would be quite a 
few years ahead of what it is—THE END

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More about time-lapse movies 
Sirs: 

I was pleased to see Walter Gott- 
leib’s article on how to produce time- 
lapse movies in the Sept. issue of Mop- 
ERN, and I feel that the article was 
well done. 

Here are several things not men- 
tioned in the article which might be of 
interest to other time-lapse hobbyists: 

1. As a rule, a camera shutter oper- 
ates more slowly on single frame ex- 
posures than when used for continu- 
ous-run filming. You should, therefore, 
stop down the lens roughly two full 
stops to compensate for the slower 
speed. Experiment, though, before be- 
ginning a major project. 

2. Besides surplus houses being a 
source for obtaining solenoids, many 
pin-ball machines are equipped with 
them. A company which repairs pin- 
ball machines often has extra solenoids 
available. Other local sources of usable 
solenoids are radio and electronic sup- 
ply houses.

Clubs

If you want to turn judging nights 
into lively, constructive sessions, 
why not try “casting” ‘your 
picture critics? 


As I’ve hinted before, the best part 
of a camera club meeting is sometimes 
the cake-and-coffee session which some 
of the members hold at a convenient 
restaurant. There they really let their 
hair down. 

Says Bill, who had kept perfectly 
silent during the judging at the club 
meeting, “When that guy said my pic- 
ture looked posed, I was just dying to 
tell him that was a sure-nuff candid, 
grabbed in a split second before the 
guy noticed my camera.” 

It seems to me that, if Bill is just 
dying to talk, he should be given a 
chance. Has any camera club ever tried 
to work up something on the lines of 
the well-known radio show, ‘Author 
Meets the Critic”? 

You would need two judges, or de- 
baters, one pro and one con, each hav- 
ing at least some gift of gab. As a 
print passed through the light box the 
good, kind judge would point out its 
attractive side, while the mean, carp- 
ing judge would call attention to any 
flaws. And the maker would be right 
there to agree or disagree—anyway to 
speak his piece. 


How about a moderator? 


You might also need a moderator, 
if someone’s available who actually 
knows how to moderate. His role is 
not to barge in and take up time with 
his own ideas, but to keep one speaker 
or judge from rambling on too long, 
to clarify a point fuzzily stated, to pre- 
vent a hostile or acid tone from creep- 
ing into the discussion. 

I know there is some risk involved 
in such a session if you don’t pick the 
right people. But it seems to me the 
risk is worth taking. Certainly such a 
pow-wow would be an improvement 
over a monologue by one judge-for- 
the-evening, or long drawn out com- 
mentary by a panel of judges. 

Having pictures criticized or dis- 
cussed by several judges has, in my 
experience, always turned out to be a 
most boring and time-killing proce- 
dure. The pesky judges are too polite. 
They keep on endlessly agreeing with 
each other. 

“Well, as John said, the material is 
fine, but I think John was right in feel- 
ing there should be a bit stronger 
base...” and so on, repeating over and 
over what the other fellow said. 
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Now, if you used the device I have 
suggested, with a Mr. Goodheart and 
a Mr. Meany definitely assigned, one to 
argue pro and the other con, you can 
certainly avoid repetitious agreement! 
Obviously Mr. Meany would have the 
harder role, so he ought to be a fellow 
with tact and humor. Especially tact. 
He should give the maker an alibi, for 
any photographic error pointed out. 

“Didn’t you have any No. 3 paper in 
the darkroom when you printed this 
picture?” he may ask the maker of a 
weak print. 

The culprit will no doubt grasp at 
this “out” and say he did not have the 
right grade of paper on hand, where- 
upon he may be lectured on the evils of 
unpreparedness. The matter of print 
quality can then be discussed without 
being too hard on the maker of the 
photograph. 

The picture-maker, however, should 
be encouraged not to be too meek, but 
to stand up for himself. I have often 
thought that a lot of discussion of 
pictures in camera club meetings is 
wasted because the judge doesn’t quite 
see what the maker had in mind, so he 
cannot advise how to improve handling 
of similar material in the future. 


Let the maker explain 


When some camera club inveigles 
me into judging, I always try to ferret 
out the maker and query him about 
his photographic intent. Often the 
wretches won’t speak up, but hide 
themselves in the crowd! I don’t think 
you would find such bashfulness if ev- 
ery maker of a print in the collection is 
to appear and have a chance to present 
his viewpoint to the two debaters. 

Only the maker can explain under 
what circumstances a picture was 
made. The judge will then be able to 
make really useful suggestions because 
he fully understands the setup at the 
time of shooting. 

What’s more, some of the most er- 
roneous notions about pictures come 
out if a judge does get a chance to 
cross-examine the maker. For instance 
in any group of pictures seen at a 
camera club there will be at least a few 
in which the subject matter is abysmal- 
ly dull and unrewarding. How come the 
maker thought he saw a picture there ? 

Give the guy a chance to explain and 
he will say, “I thought that cloud up 
there just above the tree had such an 
interesting shape.’’ The darned cloud 
may be just a little blob of nothing, big 
as a nickel and pointless in an 11 x 14 
print. Here, however, comes the advan- 
tage of having a Mr. Goodheart and a 
Mr. Meany! 

Mr. Goodheart can agree. “Well, now 
that you mention it, I guess that might 
have looked like an unusual sort of 
cloud.”” And Mr. Meany can tear into 
Mr. Goodheart, not into the maker of 
the picture, as he firmly states that it 
takes more than one little dinky cloud 
to make a good picture—or that if 
you’re determined to make a picture 
out of one, perhaps different composi-

Using del airpl t, stick the 
sides together, “holding them tightly 
until it sets. Edges of finished pyra- 
mid may then be trimmed even to 


smooth out any slight miscalculations. 








Before making a print for your pyra- 
mid, use the triangular cardboard mask 
(from which a solid side was cut) to 
help compose the enlargement. Then 
make the print, washing and drying 
it thoroughly so it'll be sure to stick. 





For exact fit, cut out print along lines 
of same cardboard mask from which 
corresponding side was made. Be sure 
you refer to correct side and that you 
place the mask top-side-up on the 
photo. Cut out photo; lay thin coat of 
eement along edges and across center 
of its reverse side.

you might try using a Christmas tree 
ornament, a miniature “wavy” carnival- 
type mirror if you have access to one, 
or a concave-convex shaving mirror. As 
a finale to this series, shoot a face behind 
a fish bowl. As the fish swim before the 
subject (who should go through the mo- 
tions of talking), switch abruptly to 
natural color film for about ten feet, then 
hold a colored filter in front of the cam- 
era lens. Use any color of filter you like; 
I prefer red or yellow. Open the lens 
diaphragm to compensate for the filter 
being used, but don’t worry about over- 
exposing a scene of this type—it’s prac-

tically impossible. Use no more than 50 
feet of 16mm or 25 feet of 8mm color: 
instead, let the color play a definite part 
and then leave the stage. 

To balance the slow pace of the color 
scene, cut in a black and white action 
sequence immediately after it. This 
might be a closeup shot of a bottle just 
before it is shattered by a stone or bullet. 
Then, in swift succession, hang together 
the best glass shattering scenes you can 
collect. Drop a couple of old light bulbs 
on cement, shoot a closeup of a wheel 
or tire crunching over a fragile glass 
ornament, toss a brick through an old 
mirror. If you can possibly get hold of a 
piece of shatterproof plate glass, prop it 
across a couple of chairs or boxes, mount 
the camera underneath with the lens 
close to the glass, and follow the mirror 
smashing shot with one of the bricks fall- 
ing directly towards the camera lens. If 
your nerves aren’t steady, don’t crawl 
under the glass to handhold the camera 
as I did. If you flinch, the screen effect 
will be ruined. With the camera on a 
short tripod, you can stand to one side as 
the brick falls and either trip the shutter 
with your hand, or use a cable release. 

From this point on, try anything you 
think will result in interesting footage. 
Try a shot of a cat walking across a pane 
of clear glass—shoot it from below at 
64 frames per second for a soft, slow- 
motion effect on the screen. Follow this 
with short, fast bursts of action—street 
traffic reflected in store windows, moving 
silhouettes behind frosted glass, flashing 
neon signs reflected in a large compact 
mirror. Carry this as far as your imag- 
ination (or footage) will allow, then cut 
back to the narrator, who, thoroughly 
befuddled by the added problem of try- 
ing to explain the difference between 
ordinary glass, mirrors, and reflections, 
is ready to go berserk. When he pauses 
(as though to let a point sink in) turn 
the camera sidewise, then upside down, 
then to the other side, and finally back 
to the normal position. Repeat this sev- 
eral times, shooting in short bursts at 8 
frames per second while the subject 
holds perfectly still. When this scene is 
projected at 16 frames per second, the 
result will be a whirling effect that sets 
the stage perfectly for a final shot of the 
narrator who looks dazedly at the sheet 
of glass he’s holding, presses it flat 
against his face and crosses his eyes for 
a closeup that says “Finis”. 

Wacky stuff? You bet it is—but wacky 
in a way that will lift you out—and keep 
you out—ef the average movie maker's 
rut. As for your audience, take my word 
for it—no matter which psychiatrist they 
refer you to, they’ll love you for having 
spared them another “Our Vacation” 
monstrosity !—THE END

Who else but Matter could have made 
this photograph? He oddly enough could 
not have done otherwise. Who then is 
Herbert Matter and what is Photogra- 
phy? 

Impertinent questions, while hardly 
virtuous, demand answers. In 1922, when 
American photography crusaded for 
recognition under the leadership of Al- 
fred Stieglitz, an issue of his magazine 
Manuscript devoted all its pages to the 
discussion of one burning theme: “Can 
a Photograph Have the Significance of 
Art?” An ancient battle, an anxiety of 
the day. Responses were solicited from 
well-known writers and artists, Ameri- 
can and European alike. It is fairly safe 
to report that no final answers were 
found. Among the many that were re- 
ceived, if not the longest, then certainly 
the least pompous, was that from a Da- 
daist pioneer and French painter: It 
read simply: 

“Dear Stieglitz, 

“Even a few words I don’t feel like 
writing. You know exactly what I think 
about photography, I would like to see 
it make people despise painting until 
something else will make photography 
unbearable. 

“Affecteusement, Marcel Duchamp 

“(Painter, Chess Expert, French 
Teacher and Type Expert)” 

After more than thirty years, the self- 
conscious question and the puckish, in- 
cisive answer—from a man who might 
be credited with anticipating “blur” pho- 
tography by virtue of his famous paint- 
ing, Nude Descending the Staircase— 
may well seem no more than a quaint 
conversation of early photographic his- 
tory. It is also possible that one’s quaint 
elders are not so airly to be dismissed. 


Photography matures 


The phenomenal growth of the ap- 
plied arts since the hey-day of Stieglitz 
and Dada, particularly in the wide use 
of photography, has left little leisure for 
either speculation or worry. For many, 
the question has become academic, that 
is to say—of no damned practical use 
on earth. Since then too, American pho- 
tography has added to itself no small 
measure of self-confidence and sophisti- 
cation. 

Photography’s long rivalry, perhaps 
jealousy, with Painting was seemingly 
at an end. The pressure was off. An art 
revolution was responsible. Started by 
Cezanne in the 19th century it was car- 
tied forward by—to mention but a few— 
Cubists, Futurists, Dadaists, Surrealists 
and by artists of the abstract and the 
functional. Under a banner whose slogan 
might easily have read “New Space... 
New Vision . . . New Picture,” it had

shaken the painter’s easel out of its 
perch as the sole ruler of the pictorial 
world. Within a comparatively short 
time too, Photography gained its long. 
desired prestige; in the social and finan. 
cial success of the photo-journalist, the 
fashion illustrator and in the appearance 
of poet-reporters with distinct personal 
expressions. In an everyday world, more 
and more dependent upon the photo- 
graphic “picture,” what need to de 
termine or foolishly argue about one’s 
place in the Sun? 

In the years since Stieglitz, Photogra- 
phy has, comparatively speaking, left 
isolation, neglect and poverty behind. 
But not its doubts! 


Photography: two worlds 


Unwanted as an infant, intimidated by 
an older brother while still a child, self- 
conscious as an adolescent and phenom- 
enally successful as a young man, Pho 
tography today is in the position of 
straddling two different worlds. The one 
is work-a-day in use with billboards, 
newspapers, magazines and films; the 











other an impractical place of experiment 
and search without which there can be 
no growth. The two worlds are insepa- 
rable, feeding and fighting each other. 
Herbert Matter is that rare photograph- 
er who can straddle the two, successfully 
and honestly. 

The dilemma, the paradox of success 
and failure are not new. Each creative 
photographer—each man as well—must 
resolve this: question in one way oF al 
other, and seek to make peace with him- 
self. He can ignore the two worlds if he 
will, but live in both of them he does. 
Photographs are both business products 
and artistic expressions. It requires 4 
disciplined imagination and integration 
of high order to consistently turn out 
both—without detriment to either. Even 
more it requires the special education 
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and tradition in modern art which insists 
that a photograph must first of all be 
considered simply as a “picture,” and 
that the design of daily living must be 
made beautiful. Such belong to Herbert 
Matter. 

Since the time that Marcel Duchamp 
uttered his impious but delightful 
prayer, more than one person has dis- 
covered how easy it was to “despise” 
modern painting and how “unbearable” 
modern photography could be at times. 
Yet his was not a plea for destruction 
but rather of enlarging visual experi- 
ence, however it was achieved. Painting 
has hardly been usurped by photogra- 
phy, nor has it been evicted by an up- 
start. Any battles that Photography must 
fight are from within, in a struggle to 
continually expand the limits of its vis- 
ual power. Such a present-day pioneer is 
Herbert Matter. 

For Matter, the question posed by 
Stieglitz is neither dated, academic nor 
a source of fruitless conjecture. His ap- 
proach to the answer is found in the 
work of more than a quarter of a century, 
in a succession of photographs which 
opens with his 1928 portrait of a gypsy 
child (page 87) and is brought up-to- 
date with the portrait of a Chinese pup- 
pet (page 80). In keeping with Du- 
champ, the credits beneath his signature 
read: Photographer, Designer, Photo- 
Monteur, Poster Artist, Film-Maker, 
Teacher and Darkroom Expert. 


Matter, the gymnast 


A tall stoop-shouldered man in his 
late forties, Matter is a gymnast among 
photographers. One of the first to intro- 
duce “blur” motion and technique into 
photography, he nimbly walks astride 
the two worlds of art and commerce. 
Rarer still, this modest-mannered, Swiss- 
born confectioner’s son has introduced 
the lessons and vigor of modern art into 
the camera image. Today, seasoned and 
self-assured, he continues to ask of him- 
self; What is a photograph and who is 
Matter? 


Sweeney’s opinion 

A nagging inquisitiveness, which be- 
lieved that the answer to one would be 
found in the other, might lead to the 
library files of a museum. There could 
be found a brochure from a 1943 exhibi- 
tion of his work, as well as a statement 
by James Johnson Sweeney, presently 
director of the Guggenheim Museum in 
New York: “For Matter photography is 
a means of discovering fresh art forms 
and arriving at new formal arrange- 
ments. He is a scrupulous technician . . . 
For Matter the camera is a tool . . . For 
him there are no technical taboos. The 
picture is the thing. Matter is an artist 
in his field. A researcher, however, who 
is both artist and technician is rare. This

is Matter’s importance. To expand the 
frontiers of pictorial expression he com- 
bines for us the photographer, artist, ex- 
plorer.” 

A bolder approach, stirred by a recent 
viewing of his pictures, photographs, 
montages and abstractions—now being 
circulated abroad by the State Depart- 
ment—would undoubtedly lead to his 
sixth-floor studios on a street in the heart 
of New York’s fashion world. There in 
association with such well-known pho- 
tographers as Constantin Joffe, Baker 
and Rutledge, he works at the business 
of photography. While the visitor waited 
he might sit in on a Matter shooting ses- 
sion. Perched on a high ladder, and with 
a cigarette perilously dangling from his 
lips, Matter patiently directed a tow- 
headed boy into position. The picture 
itself, to be used in an advertisement for 
canned peas, was a super-imposure. Me- 
ticulously and repeatedly, he checked his 
crayoned transparency, the lights and 
the angled pose. After many shots, Mat- 
ter was finally satisfied and the boy could 
go home. Now at last, more could be 
learned of a photographic career that 
started accidentally in Paris with a 
camera forgotten by a friend. 


Matter’s early years 


It was a career which led from his 
birthplace of Engeiverg, a small Alpine 
village in the center of Switzerland, to 
Paris, back to Engelberg and finally on 
to New York. It was a training which be- 
gan with the blessings of his father who 
had been unable to develop his own ar- 
tistic turn. Matter, first-born, instead of 
going into the family’s business, was en- 
couraged to find his way as an artist, 
While attending the local gymnasium 
(secondary school) he received private 
lessons from the village painter whose 
model of style was that of church alle- 
gory. After attending Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Geneva, Herbert Matter went to 
study painting in Paris in the classes of 
Ozenfant and Fernand Leger at Ecole 
Moderne.

machine age—“Nowadays a work of art 
must bear comparison with any manu- 
factured object”—was later to become 
a warm friend of this student, and to 
reside with him in New York during this 
French painter’s World War II exile. 

In Paris, Matter came into contact 
with the design and force of other fa- 
mous figures, such as Cassandre, famous 
poster designer—creator of the Dubon- 
net wine mannikin—and Le Corbusier, 
architect, and proponent of new laws of 
proportion and space. Matter gave up 
painting, but he never abandoned the 
new vision which it had given to modern 
art. At the start it was Cezanne’s vision 
which broke away from static scenes, 
which allowed the spectator to enter and 
participate. The frame of a picture was 
no longer an open window through 
which one looked at the world outside. 
Reality for the eye was no longer di- 
vided between an inside and an outside. 
Reality lies within the relationship of 
objects to one another. 


Cezanne’s influence 

Cezanne, and the long line of men 
after him, shattered the third-dimension. 
They sought to destroy space, the feeling 
of depth, the illusion of a real world 
standing still on a picture. This major 
principle of modern art is to be read, 
almost without exception, into every pho- 
tograph that Matter creates. Even when 
shooting an outdoor scene, such as a 
mountain range in the Far West, he 
works deliberately to obliterate depth. 
“Perspective,” he says, “makes me un- 
comfortable. I must be able to work on 
one plane, a flat surface where I have 
strict control and manipulation at all 
times.” In a picture without depth, inter- 
action takes over and sends the eye mov- 
ing. It is a new motion. 

Cassandre and Le Corbusier typified 
too another spirit of Matter’s student 
days in Paris. This was the “school” 
which sought to find a universal place

for “picture” in the everyday scene, to 
join the world of art to that of daily liv- 
ing. It enlisted any pictorial means, any 
combination of them to achieve this. Art 
to be worthwhile needs more than the 
quality of beauty. It must be useful. And 
if useful, like a cigarette advertisement 
by Cassandre or a building by Le Cor- 
busier, its design must be pleasing. For 
this movement, Functionalism, art and 
use are inseparable. A man who could 
be creative must walk abroad in both 
worlds. Inside-out, outside-in. 

Apprenticeship with design, self- 
training with the camera, work at the 
famous photographic studio, De Bernay- 
Peignot, and respect for the power of a 
picture whatever its elements; Matter 
soon made use of thes on his return to 
Switzerland in 1932. There, within a 
short time, he gained a wide reputation 
for the series of brilliant photo-montage 
posters commissioned by the Swiss 
Travel Bureau. Three years later he 
came to America, accompanying a dance 
troupe on tour throughout the country. 
It started as a pleasure trip. He re- 
mained, soon to take part in the renova- 
tion of American advertising. During 
this period in the late thirties he exe- 
cuted a series of photo-montage ads for 
the Container Corporation of America 
which were immediately recognized as 
pace-setting for the industry. At the New 
York World’s Fair Matter was on view 
again as the designer of the popular and 
stared-at Glass House and the Swiss 
Pavilion. 

W hat is “picture’’? 

His involvement with “picture” is all- 
pervasive; whether it is to hold one-man 
shows throughout the country, to mount 
exhibitions for the Museum of Modern 
Art or the Art Directors Club, to do 
layout and typography for magazines, 
books and brochures, or design with 
Charles Eames in California. Very well 
aware of that interaction of line and 
light which makes for worthwhile 
photography, Matter is ever mindful 
that it must also be properly composed 
and correlated with the space about it. 
If the photograph is to preserve its unity 
and if the printed page is its frame, it 
must be in balance with all the elements 
of that page—print, word-material, lay- 
out, etc. There must be design in the 
photograph and the photograph must be 
set and in step with the design of the 
printed page. Matter’s responsibility to 
the photograph is not merely artistic. It 
is social in a sense, this concern for the 
“home” in which it will live. 

The search for his identity continues 
further: It goes to those rare statements 
in which this photographer has expressed 
himself in words.

and Architecture (May 1944) he stated: 
“Through photography we see what the 
human eye fails to discern. We grasp 
the split second in which the image of 
human drama is unconsciously revealed. 
Our vision is quickened, our plastic 
conception enriched. . . . But if photog- 
raphy would stop here it would not 
break the chains of documentation. 
These are but stimulating points of de- 
parture. It must surpass the workings 
of an unfeeling machine, however sen- 
sitively used. It must become a con- 
trolled creative activity. . . . In explor- 
ing the various photographic processes 
themselves and here lies infinite possi- 
bility to control, to liberate, to create 
visual sensation. Drawing with light, 
solarization, photograms or other direct 
impressions on picture or negative ma- 
terial etc. Indeed with the exploring of 
these means, photography achieves an 
independent existence with no need of 
material from without. . . . But to me 
the highest possibility lies in Montage. 
Here can be combined an essentially 
photographic wealth of material with 
the complete control of a flat surface 
and its spatial tensions. Here lies a 
world untouched, with its own dynamic, 
its own life.” 


Matter on photography 


Seven years later, at another period, 
there is another mood: In the book, The 
Art and Technique of Color Photogra- 
phy, he continues: “Two professions are 
involved in creating visual images on a 
flat surface: painting and photography. 
It is a question whether photography is 
an art, that is whether art can be 
achieved without being evolved .. . 
neither of them can replace the other, 
nor can they arrive at the same results; 
and if they try they will not be able to 
bring anything to life in their medium. 
. . . Photography stands alone in the 
world, without family or inheritance, 
and within its basic rules and essentials 
the photographer must find his ‘secur- 
ity—security that he has the gift of in- 
tuition to recognize the aesthetic and 
pictorial value in his medium. . . . Ac-

cording to his feelings he would be in- 
spired by nature or science, by abstract 
or dream images, or he would find ways 
to penetrate into the world and find 
realities unknown to the human eye. But 
always his ultimate aim would be to en- 
rich visual sensation, to enrich human 
knowledge. . . . In my own experience | 
have found the greatest ‘security’ in 
montage, in mechanical or chemical 
manipulation of images in the peace of 
the darkroom or, even more, through mo- 
tion pictures. . . .” 


Search for new limits 


Matter’s continuing interest in experi- 
mental photography, in abstracting 
unique form and pictures from a world 
which the eye is unable to see or refuses 
to see, and his present devotion to the 
making of films absorb his privacy and 
“peace of the darkroom.” This is the 
preserve in which he hunts for new 
limits to photographic expression. Here 
it is that he destroys the illusion of per- 
spective in the bold attempt to conjure 
up the elusive bird of motion. In color, 
in black-and-white, in film, Matter’s 
search is constant and relentless. 

Photography for Matter can never be 
documentation, nor can it try to dupli- 
cate that warmth which properly be- 
longs to a painting or that unfeeling 
coldness which is the machine’s. His 
awareness is different: photography’s 
strength lies in pursuing the modern pic- 
torial purpose of art in general; its 
growth lies in expanding the vision of 
motion in a language that photography 
alone is capable of speaking. 

If this be photography, and if motion 
be his signature, then the symbol and 
logos of Herbert Matter is the hyphen 
sign (-). For Matter is the bridge that 
stretches between the painting and the 
photograph, between the useful and the 
beautiful, between the secret and the 
commonplace, between dreams and 
whatever it is we call reality —THE END 
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LOADS. Not Hol-
